Recollections  of  Great-grandmother  offer  the  charm  of  another  time 
to  this  romantic  Victorian-style  celebration.  With  their  frills,  feathers, 
and  beaded  finery,  Victorian-era  mementos  become  timeless 
heirlooms  for  your  family. 

An  antique  cloche,  trimmed  anew,  tops  the  tree,  above. 
Stockings  tailored  from  vintage  velvet  jackets  decorate  the  mantel, 
opposite.  Pretty  ornamentals,  ranging  from  a  paper  village  "skirt"  to 
button  cards,  photo  frames,  compacts,  and  purses,  accessorize  the 
tree.  Instructions  begin  on  page  14. 
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Beaded  spirals  sparkle  like  fancy  earrings  for  the  tree,  above.  Rummage 
through  jewelry  boxes  for  antique  beads  first.  Then  coordinate  your  precious 
finds  with  new  ones,  if  necessary,  and  thread  them  onto  18-gauge  wire. 

A  special  delivery  envelope,  opposite,  is  cut  from  crescent  board  and 
covered  in  embossed  paper.  Fill  it  with  all  your  favorite  holiday  mail,  and 
display  it  on  a  doorknob  or  decorator  hook,  or  drape  it  from  this  gloriously 
ornamented  swag.  The  ornaments  (also  shown  on  the  tree,  page  7)  are,  from 
left  to  right:  a  metal-clasped  purse,  crystal-and-lace  butterfly,  pin-beaded  ball, 
gilded  bird,  and  beaded  tassel.

A  fantasy  butterfly  takes  flight  on  wings  of  silken  leaves  and  crochet,  above. 
Start  with  a  doily  round  from  Great-grandma's  attic  or  a  piece  of  new  crochet. 
Add  a  body  made  from  assorted  wired  beads.  Perch  the  finished  butterfly  on  the 
branches  of  your  Christmas  tree,  atop  a  package,  or  in  a  holiday  centerpiece, 
as  shown  above. 

Polish  Great-grandma's  silver  pieces  until  they're  bright  and  shiny.  Then 
plant  the  bowls  with  ruffled  topiaries,  opposite.  Shape  the  topiaries  from  plastic- 
foam  cones  and  yards  of  glittery,  wire-edge  ribbon. 
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Like  a  portrait,  this  wreatli  captures  the  beauty  and  sentimentality 
of  Victorian  times,  opposite.  Adorned  in  flowers,  glittered  leaves, 
berries,  and  baubles,  you'd  never  l<nov\/  it  was  newly  made.  A  single 
glove,  bits  of  jewelry,  and  a  photo  tell  a  story  and  finish  the  wreath 
the  way  a  bow  does  on  a  more  traditional  design. 

If  you've  taken  the  time  to  make  a  themed  tree,  wrap 
your  gifts  to  match.  This  matched  pair  wears  pebbled  white  paper 
and  vintage  corsages,  above.  Decorate  another  package  with  the 
dramatic  gold  and  white  tassel,  or  hang  the  tassel  on  the  tree.

YOU   WILL   NEED 

Purchased  cream  felt  hat 

Sewing  thread  and  needle 

V2  yard  of  ivory  beaded  lace  trim 

3  off-white  vintage  velvet  leaves 

V4  yard  of  10"-wide  off-white  hat  veiling 

Off-white  ostrich  plume 

2— 4"-6"-long  slender  ivory  feathers 

Transparent  tape 

2  off-white  vintage  sequin-beaded  leaves 

Fancy  button  or  brooch 

INSTRUCTIONS 

Gather  and  pleat  the  hat  several  times 
at  the  center  back;  sew  the  pleats 
in  place.  Drape  the  beaded  lace  trim 
around  the  bottom  edge  on  the  side 
of  the  hat.  Sew  the  trim  ends  in  place. 
Position  one  velvet  leaf  over  one  end 
of  the  trim  and  two  velvet  leaves  over 
the  opposite  end;  sew  in  place. 

Beginning  and  ending  at  the  center 
back,  drape  the  veiling  around  the 
sides  of  the  hat  so  the  veiling  hangs 
slightly  off  the  brim.  Gather  the 
veiling  ends 
together  at  the 
center  back  and 
sew  over  the 
pleats.  Trim  away 
any  excess  veiling 
below  the  gathers. 

Cut  the  ostrich 
plume  to  6". 
Arrange  the  plume 
vv'ith  the  ivoiy 
feathers  and  tape  the  ends  together. 
Position  the  feathers  on  the  left  side 
of  the  hat's  center  back;  sew  in  place. 
Position  the  sequin-beaded  leaves  on 
the  right  side  of  the  hat's  center  back; 
sew  in  place.  Center  and  sew  the 
fancy  button  or  brooch  over  the 
feather  and  leaf  ends.V

YOU   WILL    NEED 

For  each  stocking: 

Graph  paper 

Vs  yard  of  44"-wide  pale  gold  burn-out 

or  dusty  peach  cross-dyed  velvet 
Vs  yard  of  ivory  broadclotli  (optional) 
'A  yard  of  ivory  imitation  fur 
Vs  yard  of  pearl  trim 
6"  length  of  V4"-wide  ivory  velvet  ribbon 
Matching  sewing  thread 

INSTRUCTIONS 

Enlarge  the  stocking  pattern,  opposite. 
onto  graph  paper.  Cut  out  the  pattern 
piece.  Sew  all  pieces  with  right  sides 
together,  using  V2"  seam  allowances 
unless  otherwise  noted. 

Cut  the  Fabric 

Use  the  stocking  pattern  to  cut  two 
from  the  velvet  for  the  stocking  front 
and  back.  If  desired,  cut  two  stockings 
from  the  broadcloth  for  added  stabilit\-. 
From  the  imitation  fur,  cut  a  6x19" 
strip  for  the  cuff. 

Sew  the  Stocking 

Center  the  velvet  stockings  oxer  the 
broadcloth  stockings;  baste  together 
along  all  the  edges  and  treat  as  if  one 
layer.  Sew  the  stocking  front  to  the 


hack.  lea\ing  the  top  edge  open. 
( ;iip  the  curves.  Press  the  seam 
.illowances  open  as  much  as 
possible.  Press  the  remaining  seam 
allowances  toward  the  stocking 
back.  Turn  the  stocking  right  side  out. 

For  the  cuff,  sew  the  short  edges 
together,  forming  a  circle.  Finger-press 
the  seam  allowances  open.  Beginning 
at  the  seam,  pin  the  tape  of  the  pearl 
trim  to  the  cuff.  Position  tlie  outer  edge 
of  the  tape  '/i"  in  from  the  bottom 
edge  of  the  cuff.  Use  a  zipper  foot  to 
sew  the  tape  to  the  cuff,  stitching  as 
close  as  possible  to  the  pearls.  Fold 
up  the  bottom  edge  along  the  tape 
stitching  line.  Hand-sew  the  fur  edge 
in  place. 

For  the  hanging  loop,  fold  the  6" 
length  of  y4"-wide  velvet  ribbon  in  half, 
forming  the  loop.  Baste  the  ends  to 
the  top  inside  corner  on  the  heel  side 
of  the  stocking  v.ith  the  loop  inside 
the  stocking. 

Slip  the  cuff  inside  the  stocking 
with  the  right  side  of  the  cuff  facing 
the  wrong  side  of  the  stocking.  Sew 
the  top  edges  together.  Gently  pull 
the  cuff  away  from  the  stocking; 
press  the  seam  allowances  toward 
the  stocking.  Edgestitch  around  the 
stocking  opening  by  sewing  'V'  from 
the  top  of  the  stocking,  through  the 
stocking  and  seam  allowance  layers. 
Turn  the  cuff  to  the  outside. V 

Purse  Ornament

YOU   WILL   NEED 

Tracing  paper 

6x12"  rectangle  of  vintage  or  fancy  fabric 

4"  length  of  l"-wide  beaded  fringe 

Matching  sewing  thread 

2  X  2V2"  purse  clasp 

Sewing  needle 

6"  length  of  gold  chain 

2  jump  rings 

Needle-nose  pliers 
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INSTRUCTIONS 

Truce  the  pattern,  below,  onto  tracing 
paper.  Cm  out  the  pattern  piece.  Use 
tile  pattern  piece  to  cut  two  from  the 
vintage  or  fancy  fabric  for  the  purse 
front  and  back.  Transfer  the  marks 
from  the  pattern  to  the  fabric  pieces. 
Sew  all  pieces  with  right  sides  together, 
using  '  j"  seam  allowances  unless 
othenvi.se  noted. 

Center  the  l"-vvide  fringe  along  the 
bottom  edge  on  the  right  side  of  the 
purse  front,  aligning  the  tape  edge 
with  the  fabric  edge;  pin  in  place. 
Hand-baste  close  to  the  beads. 

Use  a  zipper  foot  to  sew  the  purse 
front  to  the  back,  stopping  and  starting 
at  the  dots.  Trim  the  seams.  Press  the 
seam  allowances  open.  Turn  the 
purse  right  side  out. 

Fold  under  Vz"  at  the  open  edges  of 
the  purse.  Sew  as  close  to  the  folded 
edges  as  possible.  Trim  the  seam 
allowances.  Open  the  clasp  and  tuck 
the  purse  sides  under  the  clasp  hinges. 
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Thread  a  needle  with  four  strands  of 
thread;  knot  one  end  of  all  the  strands 
together.  Backstitch  the  clasp  to  the 
top  edge  of  the  purse  front  through 
the  clasp  holes,  beginning  at  the 
square  marks  on  the  fabric.  Backstitch 
through  nine  of  the  holes  on  the  left 
and  right  ends  of  the  clasp.  Gather 
the  remaining  top  edge  of  the  purse 
to  fit  the  clasp  and  then  backstitch 
the  gathered  edge  to  the  clasp.  Repeat 
for  the  purse  back.  Attach  the  chain 
to  the  clasp  with  the  jump  rings,  using 
needle-no.se  pliers. V

24"  length  of  18-gaiKje  copper  wire

Enlarge  the  patterns  hcloif  onto 
graph  paper;  cut  them  out.  Trace  one 
back,  two  sides,  and  one  bottom  flap 
onto  mat  board  and  one  back  onto 
embossed  paper;  cut  the  pieces  out 
along  the  traced  lines.  Trace  one 
back,  two  sides  (reversing  one),  and 
one  bottom  onto  embossed  paper;  cut 
out  Vi"  beyond  the  lines  for  the  flaps. 

L'se  the  roller  to  apply  glue  to  one 
side  of  the  mat  board  back.  Center 
the  glued  side  on  the  paper  back 
with  the  flaps.  Flip  the  back  over 
and  smooth  the  paper  onto  the  mat 
board,  working  from  the  center  out. 
Wrap  the  flaps  aroimd  the  mat  board. 
Trim  the  paper  at  the  corners  and  clip 
the  curves  to  the  mat  board  so  the 
flaps  lay  smooth.  Glue  the  flaps  to 
the  mat  board.  Repeat  for  the  two 
sides  and  bottom,  but  do  not  wrap 
the  flaps  around  the  mat  bo;ird  at 
the  .straight  edges. 


Place  one  side,  wrong  side  down, 
on  the  covered  side  of  the  back, 
aligning  the  straight  edges  of  the  mat 
board.  Wrap  the  paper  flaps  at  the 
straight  edges  around  the  back;  glue 
in  place.  Repeat  with  the  second  side. 
.-\ttach  the  bottom  in  the  same  manner. 
To  cover  the  flaps,  glue  the  remaining 
paper-back  piece  centered  on  the  back 
of  the  envelope. 

For  the  hanger,  randomly  thread  the 
beads  onto  the  wire,  using  seed  beads 
to  separate  the  larger  beads.  Use  a 
wire  end  or  a  needle  to  puncture  a 
hole  in  the  envelope  back  near  each 
top  corner.  Insert  one  wire  end  through 
a  hole.  Wrap  the  wire  end  two  times 
around  the  tip  of  the  needle-nose 
pliers  to  secure.  Trim  the  excess  wire 
with  the  wire  cutters.  Repeat  for  the 
opposite  wire  end.V

Designate  and  mark  one  end  of  the 
ball  as  the  top.  For  the  trim  placement, 
use  a  pencil  to  lightly  mark  around  the 
ball  r/s"  and  2w"  below  the  top.  Use 
3mm  gold  beads  and  straight  pins  to 
pin-bead  the  VK"-wide  trim  over  the 
top  marks  and  the  '/2"-wide  trim  over 
the  bottom  marks. 

Between  the  trims,  arrange  and 
pin-bead  the  bugle  beads,  the  gold 
sequins  with  pearls,  and  the  seed 
beads.  Angle  the  pins  so  that  more  of 
the  bead  shows  (and  less  of  the  pin 
heads).  Pin-bead  the  space  above  and 
below  the  trims  in  vertical  lines  of 
gold  beads. 

For  the  hanging  loop,  o\eriap  the 
ends  of  the  ''K"-wide  trim  at  the  center 
top  of  the  ball;  pin  to  secure.  Pin-bead 
a  large,  fancy  sequin  o\'er  the  trim  ends. 
Pin  the  center  of  a  small  doily  or  a 
tassel  to  the  center  bottom  of  the  liall.V

YOU   WILL   NEED 

4"  w/hite  dove 

Delicate  white  feathers 

Acrylic  paint:  pale  and  bright  metallic  gold 

Paintbrush 

I'-wide  foam  brush 

Tacky  glue 

3  shades  of  fine  glitter 

Mod  Podge  decoupage  medium 

9"  length  each  of  narrow  bead  trim, 

3mm  pearl  trim,  and  strung  sequins 
Straight  pins 
2  flat  crystal  beads 


INSTRUCTIONS 

Paint  the  top  and  underside  of  the 
feathers  pale  metallic  gold.  Highlight 
the  feathers  with  bright  metallic  gold. 
When  the  paint  is  dry,  use  the  foam 
brush  to  apply  a  thin  layer  of  glue  to 
the  underside  of  the  dove. 

Immediately  pour  one  shade  of 
glitter  onto  the  viet  glue;  tap  off  the 
excess  glitter.  Let  diy.  Apply  a  thin 
layer  of  glue  to  the  top  of  the  do\e. 
Immediately  pour  a  second  shade  of 
glitter  over  the  wet  glue.  Tap  off  the 
excess  glitter;  let  dry.  Apply  a  coat  of 
Mod  Podge  to  the  underside.  Pour 
the  first  shade  of  glitter  over  the  wet 
surface,  tap  off  the  excess  glitter  and 
let  dry.  Apply  a  coat  of  Mod  Podge  to 
the  top  of  the  bird.  Pour  the  second 
shade  of  glitter  over  the  wet  surface. 
Tap  off  the  excess  glitter;  let  diy. 
Randomly  dab  glue  on  the  underside 
and  top  of  the  dove.  Immediately 
pour  the  third  shade  of  glitter  o\er 
the  wet  glue  and  tap  off  the  excess. 
When  the  glue  is  diy,  apply  a  final 
layer  of  Mod  Podge.  Allow  the  dove 
to  dry  completely. 

Glue  delicate  feathers  to  the  top  of 
the  wings  and  the  top  and  underside 
of  the  tail.  Glue  the  narrow  bead  trim 
and  the  .sequins  around  the  neck, 
using  the  straight  pins  to  anchor  the 
ends.  Wrap  the  pearl  trim  from  the 
neck  front  to  the  back,  letting  the  end 
of  the  trim  drape  off  the  back;  anchor 
with  a  straight  pin.  Pin  the  cr^'Stals  to 
the  face  for  eyes.V

YOU    WILL    NEED 

Gold  floral  piece  with  large  and  small 

fabric  leaves 
5"-diameter  vintage  doily 
Sewing  thread  and  needle 
Tacky  glue 
Gold  glitter 
20"  length  of  18-gauge  w/ire— copper, 

gold,  or  silver 
Wire  cutters 
Assorted  colors  of  round  and  oval  metallic, 

crystal,  and  pearl  beads:  6  to  8  each  of 

8mm,  6mm,  and  4mni,  and  1 — lOmm 
10— 3mm  silver  or  gold  beads 
Needle-nose  pliers 

INSTRUCTIONS 

Pull  apart  the  floral  piece,  leaving  the 
leaves'  wires  intact.  Select  two  large 
leaves  for  the  top  wings  and  two 
smaller  leaves  for  the  bottom  wings. 
Twist  together  the  wires  of  the  two 
large  fabric  leaves  near  the  base  of 
the  leaves.  Position  the  smaller  leaves 
underneath  the  top  wings  so  the  leaves 
overlap  slightly.  Wrap  the  wires  from 
the  small  leaves  over  the  wires  from 
the  large  leaves  and  twist  all  the  wires 
together.  Separate  the  wires  into  two 


pairs  and  twist  each  pair  of 
wires  together.  These  will 
be  used  later  to  attach  the 
ornament  to  the  tree. 

Hand-sew  running  stitches 
down  the  center  of  the  doily. 
Pull  the  thread  ends  as  tight 
as  possible  to  gather  the 
center  of  the  doily,  making  a 
bow  shape;  knot  the  thread 
ends  together.  Glue  the  center 
of  the  gathered  doily  to  the 
center  of  the  wings. 

Lightly  dab  glue  onto  the 
tips  of  the  wings.  Immediately 
pour  glitter  over  die  wet  glue, 
tap  off  the  excess  glitter,  and 
let  it  diy. 

For  the  antennae,  cut  an 
8"  length  of  wire  with  the  wire  cutters. 
Wrap  the  center  of  the  wire  once 
around  the  center  of  the  wings.  Twi.st 
the  wire  halves  together  as  close  to 
the  wings  as  possible.  Rand<imly 
thread  eight  smaller-sized  beads  onto 
one  wire  end.  Wrap  this  wire  end  two 
times  around  the  tip  of  the  needle- 
nose  pliers;  cut  off  the  excess  wire 
with  wire  cutters.  Flatten  the  cut  end 
with  the  pliers.  Repeat  for  the  secc:)nd 
antennae.  Shape  the  antennae. 

For  the  beaded  body,  wrap  one  end 
of  the  remaining  12"  length  of  wire 
two  times  around  the  tip  of  the  needle- 
nose  pliers.  Thread  an  8mm  and  a 
3mm  bead  onto  the  wire  and  slide 
them  down  to  the  wraps  lor  the  t;iil 
end.  Continue  to  thread  beads  onto 
the  wire  randomly  until  the  beaded 
area  measures  about  t".  Thread  on 
two  3mm  beads  and  wrap  the  wire 
around  the  center  of  the  wings  from 
the  front  to  the  back  of  the  ornament. 
Slip  the  wire  underneath  the  center 
wrap  of  die  antennae  from  the  back. 
Cut  off  the  excess  wire  and  flatten  the 
cut  end. 

Hand-sew  the  beaded  body  to  the 
wings  between  the  third  and  fotirth 
bead  from  the  top.V

Stuff 
crumpled  pieces  of  white  tissue  paper 
in  the  space  between  the  biwl  and 
the  ball  to  prevent  the  ball  from 
mo\ing.

Insert 
the  remaining  end  of  the  dow^el  into 
the  center  liottom  of  the  tree  until  the 
tissue  paper  reaches  the  bottom  of 
the  cone.

Cut  three  45"  lengths  from  each  of 
the  ^"ire-edge  ribbons.  Set  aside  the 
remaining  gold  wire  mesh  ribbon. 
Working  ■^ith  a  length  of  gold  luster 
ribbon,  pull  the  wire  at  one  edge  so 
the  ribbon  begins  to  gather.  Fold  the 
ribbon  end  cner  itself  n\'o  times;  glue 
in  place.  Pull  the  opposite  end  of  the 
same  wire,  gathering  the  ribbon  to 
measure  20".  Fold  tliis  ribbon  end  o\er 
itself  two  times  and  glue  in  place.

Pin  the  gathered  edge  of  one  gold 
luster  ribbon  length  to  the  tree, 
beginning  1"  from  the  bottom  of  the 
cone  and  spacing  the  pins  1"  apart. 
Encircle  the  tree  with  the  gold  luster 
ribbon  one  time  and  then  spiral  tlie 
ribbon  upwards.  Next  pin  the  gathered 
edge  of  the  one  mesh  ribbon  lengtli  to 
the  tree,  overlapping  the  ribbon  ends 
'/)".  Then  pin  a  gold  sparkle  ribbon 
length  around  the  tree.  Repeat  w  ith 
ribbon  lengths,  alternating  the  ribbons 
in  the  same  order. 

Dab  some  glue  on  the  do\\ el  abo\e 
the  tissue  paper.  Place  the  tree  on  the 
dowel.  Glue  the  snowflake  to  the  top 
of  the  tree.  Remc^ve  the  ^ire  from  one 
edge  of  the  resened  mesh  ribbon. 
Sew  together  the  ends  of  the  riblitm, 
forming  a  circle.  Hand-sew  running 
stitches  along  the  edge  of  the  ribbon 
without  wire.  Slip  the  ribbon  circle 
over  the  snowflake.

Sew  the  other  front/back  piece  to  the 
remaining  edges  of  each  of  the  sides. 
Press  the  .seam  allowances  open. 

Trace  ar(.iimd  a  Styrofoam  disk  on  a 
piece  of  poster  board;  cut  out  the  circle 
and  set  it  aside.  For  the  crown  base, 
glue  the  two  Styrofoam  disks  together 
witlT  industrial-strengtli  adhesixe.  When 
the  glue  has  dried,  use  a  hand-drilling 
motion  to  work  the  tip  of  the  papier- 
mache  cone  through  the  center  of  the 
base  imtil  the  tip  protrudes  2"  above 
the  top  disk.  Remove  the  cone  from 
the  hole;  cut  off  1"  from  the  tip.  Use 
glue  and  a  foam  brush  to  cover  the 
cone  with  gold  metallic  paper.  Glue 


Crown  Tree  Topper

Cut  1  trom  cardboard 
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to  IV4" 
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the  paper-covered  cone  into  the  hole 
in  the  base. 

Pad  the  top  of  the  base  with 
polyester  fiberfill.  Squeeze  a  small 
amount  of  glue  into  the  cone  tip.  Slip 
the  fabric  crown  over  the  fiberfill  and 
the  base.  Push  the  fabric  center  into 
the  glue  in  the  cone  tip;  let  the  glue 
dry.  Add  more  fiberfill  if  needed. 
Glue  the  bottom  edge  of  the  fabric  to 
the  bottom  edge  of  the  base. 

Cut  two  18"  lengths  of  VH"-wide 
gold  metallic  trim.  Weave  24-gauge 
gold  wire  in  and  out  of  each  length 
to  stiffen  the  trim;  cut  the  wire  ends 
even  w  ilh  the  trim.  SJKipe  one  length 
over  the  top  of  the  crown.  Glue  the 
center  of  the  trim  to  the  center  top  of 
the  crown  and  glue  the  ends  to  the 
bottom  edge  of  the  base,  fi.illowing 
the  seams.  Repeat  with  the  second 
length  of  wire. 

Trace  the  fancy  crown  trim  pattern 
onto  poster  board  one  time  and  onto 
gold  metallic  paper  two  times.  Cut 
out  the  ]Doster  board  shape  on  the 
traced  line.  Cut  out  one  gold  paper 
shape  '  j"  outside  the  traced  line  and 
the  second  paper  shape  just  inside 
the  traced  line.  Glue  the  larger  gold 
paper  shape  to  the  front  of  the  po.ster 
board  shape;  wrap  the  excess  paper 
around  the  edges  to  the  back  side, 
trimming  as  necessary.  Glue  the 
smaller  paper  shape  to  the  back  of 
the  poster  board  shape. 

To  decorate  the  fancy  crown  trim, 
glue  the  !  2"-wide  gold  metallic  trim 
to  the  bottom  edge  and  the  •VK"-wide 
trim  along  all  the  remaining  edges. 
Glue  a  button  below  each  crown  point, 
alternating  three  large  buttons  with 
sm.ill  buttons  for  the  front  of  the 
crown.  Wrap  the  fancy  crown  trim 
around  the  crown,  aligning  the  bottom 
edges;  glue  in  place. 

Draw  and  cut  out  a  2"-diameter 
circular  opening  in  the  center  of  the 
set-aside  circle  of  poster  board.  Cut 
a  slash  from  the  outer  edge  to  the 
center  opening.  Cover  one  side  of 
the  poster  board  circle  with  gold

INSTRUCTIONS 

Use  the  darning  needle  to  puncture 
two  holes  at  the  center  back  of  each 
star.  Cut  fifteen  7"  lengths  of  dark 
green  wire.  Insert  a  wire  length 
through  the  holes  on  the  back  of 
each  star.  Use  the  needle-nose  pliers 
to  twist  the  wire  ends  tightly  together 
next  to  the  star.  Using  a  foam  brush, 
paint  the  back  of  each  star  with 
metallic  gold.  Let  the  paint  dry. 

To  cover  a  star  with  fabric,  cut  a 
piece  of  brocade  1"  larger  than  the 
width  of  the  star.  Use  the  glue.  Apply 
glue  to  the  front  of  the  star  with  a 
foam  brush.  Center  the  fabric  piece 
over  the  glue  and  wrap  the  excess 
fabric  around  the  points  to  the 
opposite  side,  trimming  the  fabric  as 
necessary.  Dab  glue  on  the  fabric  at 
the  star  tips  and  smooth  the  edges  on 
the  back.  For  our  wreath,  three  of  the 
small  stars  and  five  of  the  large  stars 
are  covered  with  fabric. 

Remove  the  shanks  from  the 
jeweled  buttons.  Hot-glue  a  button 
to  the  center  front  of  each  fabric- 
covered  star.  Apply  glue  to  the  front  of 
each  star.  Working  over  a  paper  plate, 
immediately  pour  one  color  of  glitter 
over  the  wet  glue;  tap  off  the  excess 
glitter.  Set  the  star  aside.  When  the 
glue  is  dry,  apply  a  coat  of  Mod  Podge 
to  the  glitter.  Immediately  sprinkle  the 
star  a  second  time  with  glitter.  Let  the 
Mod  Podge  dry. 

To  add  beads,  cut  an  <S"  length  of 
gold  wire.  Slip  an  end  of  a  gold  wire 
through  the  dark  green  wire  at  the 
back  of  a  glittered  star.  T\\'ist  the  gold 


v\-ire  to  the  dark  green  wire  to  secure. 
Drape  the  gold  wire  across  the  star 
front  and  slide  on  several  specialty 
beads.  Bring  the  wire  to  the  back  of 
the  star  and  twist  the  remaining  end 
to  the  dark  green  wire;  trim  off  the 
excess  gold  wire.  Repeat  for  each 
glittered  star. 

Drape  the  bead  garland  around  the 
wreath  and  secure  it  with  the  dark 
green  wire.  Arrange  the  stars  and 
frosted  ornaments  on  the  wreath, 
refening  to  the  photograph  on  page  26. 
When  pleased  with  the  arrangement, 
wire  the  stars  and  ornaments  to  the 
wreath.  Tie  an  off-center  bow  with 
each  length  of  braid.  Position  the 
bows  on  the  wreath  and  secure  with 
dark  green  wire.  Weave  the  braid 
ends  around  the  wreath. 

For  a  hanging  loop,  fold  a  piece 
of  dark  green  wire  in  half.  Secure  the 
ends  to  the  top  center  back  of  wreath.V

For  the  cuff,  sew  the  short  edges 
together  with  a  '  i"  seam  allowance, 
forming  a  circle.  Press  the  seam 
allo\\ances  open.  Repeat  with  the  cuff 
lining.  Pin  the  beaded  fringe  trim  to 
the  bottom  edge  of  the  cuff,  aligning 
raw  edges.  Use  a  zipper  foot  to  baste 
the  trim  to  the  cuff  as  close  to  the 
beads  as  possible.  With  right  sides 
together  and  using  a  zipper  foot,  sew 
the  bottom  edges  of  the  cuff  and  the 
cuff  lining  together  along  the  basting 
line.  Turn  the  cuff  right  side  out;  press. 

Slip  the  cuff  inside  the  stocking 
\\ith  the  right  side  of  the  cuff  facing 
the  wrong  side  of  the  stocking.  Sew 
the  top  edges  together  with  a  Vi"  seam 
allowance.  Pull  the  cuff  away  from 
the  stocking  and  press  the  seam 
allowances  toward  the  stocking.  Edge- 
stitch  around  the  stocking  opening  by 
.sewing  in"  from  the  top  of  the  stocking, 
through  the  stocking  and  seam 
allowance  layers. 

Turn  under  the  ends  of  the  coin 
fringe  tape.  Hand-sew  the  ends  to  the 
front  of  the  cuff  about  Vi"  below  the 
top  edge  so  the  fringe  drapes  slightly.''

To  keep  the  hole  clean, 
insert  a  2"  length  of  straw  into  the  hole 
at  the  top  of  tlie  ornament.  Wearing 
disposable  glo\'es,  mLx  the  grout  in  an 
old  bowl  according  to  the  instaictions 
on  the  grout  package.  When  the  grout 
is  the  consistency  of  peanut  butter, 
spread  it  onto  the  ornament. 

Check  the  grout  after  I  hour.  If  the 
grout  is  not  semi-hard,  continue  to 
check  it  e\-er^^  hour  until  it  reaches 
the  correct  consistency.  When  the 
grout  is  semi-hard,  use  a  damp  sponge 
to  smooth  the  grout  on  the  ornament 
surface  and  to  wipe  av^ay  the  excess 
from  the  top  of  the  nuggets.  Carefully 
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remove  the  straw  from  tlie  hole.  If 
any  grout  lireaks  off,  mix  a  new  .small 
batch  of  grout  and  repair  the  area.  Let 
the  grout  dry  overnight. 

Spray  the  grout  side  of  the  ornament 
with  clear  satin  finish  sealer;  let  the 
finish  dry.  For  the  hanging  loop,  fold 
the  cord  in  half  and  insert  the  fold 
through  the  hole.  Bring  the  cord  ends 
through  the  fold  and  pull  the  ends. 
Knot  the  cord  ends  together.  Tie  the 
ribbon  into  a  bow  aroimd  the  base  of 
the  hanging  loop.v

INSTRUCTIONS 

Cover  your  work  area  with  a  sheet  of 
waxed  paper.  Knead  the  clay  between 
the  palms  of  your  hands  until  it  is  .soft 
and  pliable.  Place  the  clay  on  the  shiny 
side  of  the  poster  board,  and  use  a 
straight-sided  drinking  glass  to  roll  out 
the  clay  tmtil  it  is  a  scant  K"  thick.  Lay 
the  cookie  cutters  on  the  clay  and 
trace  around  the  shapes  with  a  tooth- 
pick. Cut  out  the  shapes  with  a  knife. 

Working  with  sections  of  one 
ornament  at  a  time,  use  the  foam 
paintbrush  to  spread  a  thin  layer  of 
glue  over  the  front  surface  of  the  clay 
cutout.  Stick  a  toothpick  through  the 
lop  center  of  the  cutout  to  make  a 
hole  for  the  hanging  loop. 

Referring  to  the  photo  below  ov 
the  illustrations  opposite  for  ideas, 
decorate  the  cutouts  with  assorted 
beads.  Detail  the  dominant  design 
lines  with  the  more  dramatic  beads. 


pressing  them  firmly  into  the  glue- 
covered  areas.  To  make  a  seed  bead 
design  line,  string  the  beads  on  a 
threaded  beading  needle.  Gently 
press  the  stamg  beads  into  the  clay, 
carefully  remove  the  thread,  and  then 
press  them  firmly  into  the  clay.  LIse 
the  bent-nose  tweezers  or  the  tip  of  a 
toothpick  to  position  individual  beads 
on  the  clay.  Periodically  lift  the  cutout 
from  the  work  surface  to  pre\ent  it 
from  sticking. 

When  all  the  dominant  elesign 
lines  are  beaded,  add  glue  to  the 
open  areas,  and  press  seed  beads 
or  miniature  glass  marbles  into  the 
spaces  to  completely  cover  them. 

Place  the  ornaments  on  a  baking 
sheet  covered  with  aluminum  foil. 
Put  the  baking  sheet  in  the  oven  and 
bake  the  ornaments  according  to  the 
instnictions  on  the  clay  package. 

When  the  ornaments  are  cool  to  the 
touch,  thread  a  9"  length  of  narrow 
gold  cording  through  the  hole;  knot 
the  cording  ends  together."

INSTRUCTIONS 
Assemble  the  Pieces 
Angel.  Glue  the  shaker  peg  with 
epoxy  into  the  candleholder  and  the 
large  bead  to  the  top  of  the  shaker 
peg.  For  the  wings,  cut  a  25"  length 
of  wire.  Bend  the  wire  to  form  a  loop 
at  the  center  and  then  shape  a  wing 
on  either  side  of  the  loop.  To  attach 


the  wings,  position  them  on  one  side 
of  the  peg  and  wrap  a  length  of  wire 
around  the  loop  area  and  the  peg  to 
secure.  For  the  arms,  cut  a  12"  length 
of  wire;  wrap  the  center  of  the  wire 
around  the  peg  at  shoulder  height. 
Fold  over  V4"  at  each  end  of  the  wire. 
Use  the  needle-nose  pliers  to  pinch 
the  folded  area  flat.  Glue  a  bead 
hand  to  each  wire  end. 

Baby  Jesus.  Glue  the  toy  man  with 
epoxy  into  the  candle  cup. 

Remaining  Figures.  Glue  the  bead 
head  with  epoxy  to  the  top  of  the 
candlestick.  For  the  arms,  cut  a  12" 
length  of  wire  for  the  taller  figures 
,ind  a  9"  length  for  the  shorter  figures; 
w  rap  the  center  of  the  wire  around 
the  candlestick  at  "shoulder"  height. 
Fold  over  VV  at  each  end  of  the  wire. 
Then  use  the  needle-nose  pliers  to 
pinch  the  folded  area  flat.  Glue  a 
bead  hand  to  each  wire  end. 

Gifts.  Glue  a  round  bead  with  epoxy 
to  the  top  of  each  candleholder  and 
glue  a  finial  to  the  top  of  one  of  the 
round  beads.  Set  aside  the  remaining 
finial  until  later. 

Apply  the  Foil 

Following  the  instructions  on  the  Delta 
Renaissance  Foil  Kit,  apply  paint, 
adhesive,  and  gold  foil  to  the  pieces. 
Finish  the  top  3"  of  each  figure;  the 
bottom  2"  of  the  angel,  including  the 
base;  all  the  bead  hands;  the  wheels 
for  the  crowns;  the  spindles  for  the 
cradle;  and  the  gifts,  including  the 
block  and  tiie  finial  set  aside  earlier. 

Dress  the  Figures 
Angel.  Center  a  length  of  lV2"-wide 
i\  oiy-and-gold  ribbon  on  the  back  of 
the  peg;  wrap  it  over  the  slioulders, 
and  cross  it  in  the  front.  Glue  the 
ribbon  ends  to  tlie  peg.  For  the  sleeves, 
center  a  28"  length  of  ribbon  on  tlie 
back  of  the  peg,  draping  the  riiibon 
over  the  wire.  Wrap  the  ribbon 
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ai'dLind  eacli  wire  arm  and  bring  the 
ribiion  ends  back  to  tiie  peg;  gine 
them  in  place. 

For  the  skirt,  measure  from  the  arm 
wire  to  the  bottom  of  the  angel;  double 
this  measurement  and  add  4".  Use 
this  measurement  to  cut  a  square  of 
ivory  shimmery  fabric.  Fold  the  faiiric 
in  half  and  wrap  the  edge  opposite 
the  fold  around  the  angel  just  below 
the  arms;  glue  to  secure.  Glue  ribbon 
or  trim  over  the  top  edge  of  the  skirt. 
For  the  hair,  hold  your  thumb  and 
forefinger  3"  apart  and  wrap  the  ivory 
cording  aroimd  your  fingers  five  times. 
Remove  3  loops  from  your  fingers  and 
knot  the  ends  together  with  an  over- 
hand knot.  Glue  the  knot  to  the  top 
of  the  head.  Glue  any  stray  loops  to 
the  head  to  lie  flat.  Glue  short  lengths 
of  gold  string  beads  in  the  hair. 

Baby  Jesus.  Wrap  the  baby  in  gold 
shiinmeiy  fabric.  Tie  a  ribbon  around 
the  center  of  the  baby  to  secure  the 
fabric.  Cut  a  1  Vi"  length  of  gold 
cording.  Glue  the  cording  ends  to  the 
center  back  of  the  head,  for  a  halo. 

Remaining  Figures.  For  the  skirt, 
measure  from  the  arm  wire  to  the 
bottom  of  the  figure;  double  this 
measurement  and  add  1".  Use  this 
measurement  to  cut  a  .square  of 
shimmeiy  or  dull  fabric.  .Set  the  skirt 
fabric  aside. 

From  the  length  of  the  remaining 
fabric,  cut  tvi'o  2"-wide  strips.  For  the 
sleeves,  center  one  fabric  ,strip  on  the 
back  of  the  candlestick,  draping  the 
strip  over  the  wire.  Wrap  the  strip 
around  each  wire  arm  and  bring  the 
fabric  ends  back  to  the  candlestick; 
glue  the  ends  in  place.  To  cover  the 
chest,  drape  the  remaining  strip  over 
the  first,  crossing  the  fabric  o\er  the 
front  of  the  candlestick,  firing  the 
ends  to  the  back  and  cross  them 
over  the  front  again.  Glue  the  ends 
to  the  candlestick. 

Fold  the  skirt  fabric  in  half  .inel  wnp 
the  edge  opposite  the  fold  around  the 


tigiuc  just  below  the  arms;  ,glue  to 
secure.  Glue  ribbon  or  trim  over  the 
top  edge  ot  the  skirt,  or  tie  cording 
around  the  waist  for  a  belt. 

Wrap  long  lengths  of  ribbon  or 
fabric  strips  around  the  necks  of  the 
kings  and  Mary.  To  secure  the  fabric 
strips,  wrap  cording  around  the  back 
of  the  neck,  cross  the  cording  in  the 
front,  and  tie  at  the  back. 

For  each  king,  cut  a  12"  .square  of 
shimmeiy  fabric,  refunding  the  corners. 
Fold  Linder  one  corner  of  the  fabric 
and  glue  to  the  top  of  the  head.  For 
the  cicwn,  glue  the  wheel  to  the  fabric 
at  the  center  top  of  the  head.  Glue 
trim,  ribbon,  or  cording  to  the  edges 
of  the  crown.  Glue  a  glass  bead  to 
the  center  top  of  the  crown. 

For  Mary's  hair,  hold  your  thumb 
and  forefinger  -i"  apart  and  \\rap  the 
ivory  cording  .iround  your  fingers 
seven  to  eight  times.  Remove  five 
loops  from  your  fingers  and  knot  the 
ends  together  with  an  overhand  knot. 
Glue  the  knot  to  the  top  of  the  head 
and  let  the  hair  drape  dow,n  the  back. 
For  the  halo,  cut  a  2'/V'  length  of  gold 
cording.  Glue  the  cording  ends  to  the 
center  back  of  the  head,  creating  a 
circle.  Cut  the  15"  .square  of  open- 
weave  fabric  in  half  diagonally.  Using 
one  half,  glue  the  center  of  the  long 
edge  to  the  back  of  the  halo;  drape 
the  fabric  ends  over  Maiy's  arms. 

For  Joseph  and  each  of  the 
shepherds,  glue  one  end  of  gold 
cording  to  the  center  top  of  the  head. 
Continue  gluing  the  cording  to  the 
head  working  outward  from  the 
center  in  a  clockwise  direction.  Cut 
a  long  strip  of  siiimmeiy  fabric  or 
wide  ribbon  and  glue  the  center  of 
it  to  the  top  sides  of  the  cording. 

For  each  shepherd's  staff,  cut  a 
12"  length  of  wire.  Fold  over  h" 
at  one  end  of  the  wire  for  the 
bottom  of  the  staff.  Bend  a 
large  cur\e  at  the  top  end  .md 
Lise  a  needle-nose  pliers  to 
spiral  the  end.  Wrap  a  wire 
arm  around  the  staff. 


Finish  the  Pieces 

For  the  cradle,  cut  two  12"  lengths 
of  wire.  With  the  spindles  I'i"  apart, 
center  a  wire  over  the  spindles  about 
Vh"  from  each  end;  wrap  the  wires 
around  the  spindles.  Shape  the  wire 
into  the  legs  of  the  cradle,  spiraling 
the  ends  for  the  feet.  Center  the  10" 
length  of  2'/j"-wide  ribbon  over  the 
top  of  the  cradle,  bending  the  ribbon 
to  follow  the  sha]ie  of  the  cradle. 
Place  the  Baiiy  Jesus  on  the  cradle. 
Wrap  two  of  the  gifts  with  scraps 
of  shimmery  fabric.  Glue  the  fabric  in 
place  or  tie  ribbon  around  the  fabric 
to  secure.  Add  ribbon  and  cording  to 
the  remaining  gift.  Glue  a  glass  bead 
to  the  top  of  the  finials.*

sewing  room!  Rummage  through  fabric  and  felt  scraps,  carded  buttons, 
spools  of  thread,  and  dressmaking  trims.  Look  for  such  items  as  measuring 
tapes  and  flashy  tassels,  too.  Use  these  goodies  to  create  a  theme  as  merry 
to  look  at  as  it  is  to  make.  Brightly  adorned  for  the  holidays,  this  evergreen 
sparkles  with  bold  colors  and  treats,  opposite.  Tied  to  the  highest  branch, 
an  eight-point  topper  shines  with  rainbow  colors  and  buttons  over  the 
Christmas  scene.  Below,  the  tree  is  arrayed  in  crazy-quilt  balls,  cork  reindeer, 
felt  ornaments,  God's-eye  trims,  and  gingerbread  kids.  Tape-measure 
garlands  inch  their  way  around  the  tree.  Instructions  begin  on  page  48.

To  craft  the  jolliest  holiday  ever,  let  bold-and- 
bright  decor  take  center  stage.  For  example, 
on  this  clever  felt  stocking,  left,  button-box 
finds  play  a  starring  role.  In  a  colorful  burst 
of  buttons  and  appliqued  felt,  the  stocking 
sets  up  a  fanciful  play  of  shapes  and  textures, 
placing  pinked  edges  against  rolling  rickrack 
and  polished  pearl  cotton. 

Look  what  you  can  "grow"  with  copper 
wire!  Potted  in  a  papier-mache  box  (or  a 
vintage  tin),  this  tiny  tree  gets  firmly  rooted 
in  a  poured  plaster  of  Paris  base,  opposite. 
Its  coiled  branches  open  to  button  blooms, 
making  it  bright  as  a  brand-new  penny.

Rows  of  rickrack  in  assorted  sizes  and  colors  run  circles  around  the  rim  of  this  playful  tree 
skirt,  above.  Loaded  with  felt  rounds  and  big  buttons,  it's  got  enough  pizzazz  to  hold  its  own 
against  the  brightly  ornamented  tree,  opposite.  Use  pinking  shears  to  cut  out  the  felt  shapes 
and  mimic  the  rickrack  edge. 

Let  the  kids  get  in  on  the  act — they'll  delight  in  helping  craft  these  homespun  tree 
treasures— all  made  from  sewing  box  staples.  At  left  in  the  photo  opposite,  feather  stitches 
put  a  spin  on  a  tasseled  "beachball"  bauble;  in  the  center,  pearl  cotton  wraps  up  a  whimsical 
cork-and-dowel  reindeer;  at  ligfit,  ribbon,  cording,  and  floss  turn  a  beaded  snowflake  into 
a  merry  God's-eye  trimming.

Layer  the  stars  from  largest  tt) 
smallest  with  the  yellow  star,  right  side 
up.  on  top.  LIse  yellow  sewing  thread 
to  sew  the  .stars  together  about  '.s"  from 
the  outside  edges  of  the  yellow  star. 
Stuff  the  tree  topper  with  polyester 
stuffing  through  the  3"  slit  in  the  blue 
star.  Whipstitch  the  opening  closed. 

Cut  the  felt  ribbon  in  half.  Center 
the  ribbon  lengths  over  the  back  of 
the  star  with  one  at  the  center  and 
one  at  the  top  point.  Hand-sew  in 
place;  trim  the  ribbon  ends,  and  tie 
to  secure  star  at  top  of  tree.V

Tie  the  remaining  end  of 
string  to  the  chalk  pencil,  keeping  22" 
of  string  between  the  T-pin  and  pencil. 
Anchor  the  T-pin  to  the  mark  on  the 
folded  edge.  Draw  a  semicircle  on  the 
felt  with  the  chalk  pencil  b\'  making 
an  arc  with  the  string  fully  extended. 

For  the  tree-trimk  opening,  shorten 
the  length  of  string  between  the  pen 
and  T-pin  to  2' :";  make  a  semicircle. 
Cut  through  both  layers  of  felt  on  the 
marked  lines,  using  pinking  shears  on 
the  outer  line.  Unfold  the  felt.  Mark 
the  center  back  opening,  using  a 
yardstick  to  draw  a  line  from  the 
center  to  the  outer  edge.  Cut  vn  the 
center  back  line. 

Pin  the  jumbo  rickrack  to  the  tree 
skirt  about  '2"  from  the  outer  edge; 
.sew  in  place  with  matching  .sewing 


thread.  ,Sew  the  medium  and  small 
rickrack  to  the  skirt  with  matching 
se\\ing  threads,  leaving  about  ^4" 
between  the  trims. 

From  the  assorted  felts,  use  pinking 
shears  to  cut  approximately  12 — 2"- 
diameter  circles  and  10 — ("-diameter 
circles.  Arrange  the  felt  circles  on  the 
tree  skirt  inside  the  rickrack  border. 
Use  red  sewing  thread  to  sew  the 
circles  in  place  about  '  1"  from  their 
outer  edges.  AiTange  the  buttons  on 
the  tree  skirt;  .sew  them  in  place  with 
pearl  cotton. 

Cut  the  ribbon  int(.i  six  18"  lengths. 
Pin  the  ribbons  in  pairs  along  the 
left  and  right  center  back  edges, 
positioning  them  at  the  top,  bottom, 
and  in  the  center.  Sew  in  place;  trim 
the  ribbon  ends,  and  tie  into  bows  to 
secure  the  skirt  aroimd  the  tree.*

To  personalize  the  stocking,  practice 
writing  the  desired  name  on  scrap 
paper  to  fit  across  the  front  of  the  cuff.

Use  one  strand  of  yello\\-gold  pearl 
cotton  to  stem-stitch  through  the  tissue 
pattern  and  felt.  When  the  embroidery 
is  finished,  carefully  tear  away  the 
tissue  wrapping  paper.

Sew  the  white  jumbo  rickrack 
along  the  bottont  edge  of  the  cuff 
Use  the  pinking  shears  to  finish  the 
top  edge  of  the  cuff.

To  make  a  tassel,  roll  the  tassel 
piece  widthwise.  Knot  a  4"  length  of 
floss  around  the  center  of  the  rolled 
tassel;  do  not  trim  the  floss  ends.  Fold 
the  tassel  in  half,  bringing  the  cut  felt 
ends  together  at  the  bottom  and  the 
floss  ends  at  the  top.  Wrap  a  .second 
length  of  floss  aroLind  the  tassel 
about  \'i"  below  the  fold:  knot  and 


trim  the  ends.  Make  a  second  tassel. 
Use  the  floss  ends  to  sew  a  tassel  to 
each  point  of  the  hat. 

Mitten  Ornament.  Position  and  pin 
a  mitten  cuff  on  the  wrong  side  of 
the  mitten  front  with  the  mitten  over- 
lapping the  cuff.  To  attach  the  cuff, 
sew  a  row  of  three  to  five  buttons 
along  the  bottom  edge  of  the  mitten 
front,  .sewing  through  both  layers  of 
felt.  Repeat  for  the  mitten  back  and 
the  remaining  mitten  cuff,  using 
rwo  buttons. 

With  right  sides  facing,  hand-  or 
machine-sew  the  mitten  front  to  the 
mitten  back  using  a  scant  Hi"  seam 
allowance  and  leaving  the  cuff  edge 
open.  Turn  the  mitten  right  side  out. 

Stocking  Ornament.  Position  and 
pin  a  toe  to  the  stocking  front.  Straight- 
stitch  along  the  straight  edge  of  the 
toe  piece.  Position  and 
pin  a  stocking  cuff  to 
the  wrong  side  of  the 
stocking  front  with  the 
stocking  overlapping 
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the  cuff.  Straight-stitch  along  the  zigzag 
edge  of  the  stocking.  Position  and  pin 
the  stocking  top  to  the  wrong  side  of 
the  stocking  cuff  with  the  CLiff  over- 
lapping the  top.  To  attach  the  top,  sew 
a  row  of  four  to  fi\e  buttons  along  the 
top  edge  of  the  stocking  cuff,  sewing 
through  both  layers  of  felt.  Repeat  for 
the  stocking  back  and  the  remaining 
stocking  cuff  and  .slocking  top. 

With  right  sides  facing,  hand-  or 
machine-sew  the  stocking  front  to  the 
stocking  back  using  a  scant  '-'s"  seam 
allowance  and  leaving  the  cuff  edge 
open.  Turn  the  stocking  right  side  out. 

Finisli  the  Ornaments 

For  a  hanging  loop,  cut  a  12"  length 
of  's"-wide  ribbon.  Thread  the  ribbon 
ends  through  a  large-e\-e  embroideiy 
needle.  In.sert  the  needle  at  the  center 
top  of  the  ornament  and  pull  the 
ribbon  ends  only  to  the  inside  of 
the  ornament.

(3f  black;  flatten  the  balls.  Press  the 
heels  onto  the  bottom  of  the  boot. 


Use  a  pencil  to  make  the  opening  in 
the  top  of  each  boot. 

For  the  fur,  roll  a  '/2"-diameter  log 
of  white  clay.  Flatten  the  log  and 
wrap  it  around  the  top  edge  of  each 
boot.  To  give  the  Rir  te.xture,  push  the 
table  knife  tip  into  the  clay  and  use  a 
short,  quick  motion  to  spread  the 
white  clay  over  the  top  edge  of  the 
black  clay.  Continue  to  add  texture  to 
all  the  white  clay. 

Place  the  boots  side  by  side  and 
firmly  press  them  together,  blending 
the  edges. 

For  the  cat,  roll  a  dime-sized  ball  of 
copper  clay;  pinch  two  ears  at  the  top 
of  the  head.  For  the  dog,  roll  a  small 
egg  shape  of  chocolate  clay;  form  two 
floppy  ears  at  the  top  of  the  head.  To 
add  stripes  or  spots,  roll  tiny  balls  or 
coils  of  a  contrasting  color,  using  Tan 
for  the  dog  and  white  for  the  cat. 
Flatten  them  on  your  work  surface 
and  gently  press  the  flattened  spot  or 
stripe  on  the  animiil. 

For  the  front  animal  legs,  roll  a 
'/V'-diameter  log  of  clay;  cut  two 
V^"-long  pieces.  Gently  blend  one  end 
of  the  legs  onto  the  base  of  the  head. 
Use  the  needle  or  toothpick  to 
position  the  beads  on  the  face.  Use 
two  small  seed  beads  for  the  eyes 
and  one  larger  seed  bead  for  the 
nose;  insert  the  nose  bead  on  its  side. 
Use  the  side  of  the  needle  or  tooth- 
pick to  define  the  paws.  Place  the 
pet  into  the  top  of  the  boot,  blending 
the  clay  slightly  to  anchor.  For  the 
tail,  roll  a  thin  snake.  Cut  it  to  the 
desired  length  and  press  it  into  the 
back  of  the  animal. 

Insert  the  open  end  of  a  bobby  pin 
into  the  center  back  of  the  boots  until 
only  '/h"  remains  at  the  top.  Place  the 
ornament  on  a  baking  sheet  covered 
with  aluminum  foil.  Put  the  bilking 
sheet  in  the  oven  and  bake  the 
ornament  according  to  the 
instructions  on  the  clay  package. 

When  the  ornament  is  cool  to  the 
touch,  thread  the  ribbon  through  the 
bobby  pin;  knot  the  ends  together.*

INSTRUCTIONS 

Paint  the  wheels  and  the  plant  pots 
black.

For  the  legs,  cut  a  16"  length  of 
bootlace,  including  a  hard  plastic  end 
in  the  measurement.  Tie  a  knot  at  the 
cut  end  of  the  lace.  For  the  first  boot, 
thread  a  wheel  and  a  plant  pot  on 
the  plastic  end  of  the  lace  with 
the  pot  bottom  toward  the 
wheel.  Slide  the  pieces  down    -^^^ 
the  lace  until  the  wheel  is 
against  the  knot.  Make  a  knot  in  the 
lace  1"  above  the  boot.  For  the  upper 
legs,  thread  an  in\erted  small  candle 
cup  on  the  lace  to  sit  on  the  knot. 
Then  thread  a  second  small  candle 
cup,  right  side  up,  on  the  lace.  Make 
a  knot  in  the  lace  2"  from  the  last 
knot  for  the  second  candle  cup.  For 
the  second  boot,  thread  on  a  plant 
pot  and  a  wheel.  Knot  the  lace  below 
the  boot,  leaving  2"  bet^veen  the  la.st 
knot  and  the  top  of  the  btiot.  Trim  off 
the  plastic  end  of  the  lace. 

For  the  arms,  cut  an  8"  length  of 
bootlace,  including  a  pla.stic  end  in 


the  measurement.  For  the  hands, 
thread  on  two  small  beads.  Trim  off 
the  plastic  end;  tie  a  knot  at  each  end 
of  the  lace.  Position  a  bead  against 
each  knot. 

To  assemble  Santa,  fold  the  black 
chenille  stem  in  half.  Position  the 
center  of  the  legs  at  the  fold  of  the 
chenille  stem.  Thread  the  stem  ends 
through  the  bottom  of  the  large  candle 
cup.  Twist  the  stem  around  the  center 
of  the  arms.  Hot-glue  the  stem  ends 
inside  the  roimd  head  bead.  Invert; 
then  hot-glue  the  thimble  on  top  of 
Santa's  head.  Glue  the  white  pom- 
pom to  the  top  of  the  hat. 

For  the  beard,  fold  a  2"  length  of 
white  looped  chenille  stem  in  half. 
Glue  the  beard  to  the  bottom  of  the 
head  bead  and  the  top  of  the  candle 
cup  body.  Paint  the  eyes  and  eye- 
brows black.  Mix  a  little  red  with 
white  paint.  Use  this  mixture  for  the 
cheeks  and  nose.*

Fold  up  2"  at  each  stem  end, 
creating  a  doubled-stem  for  the  legs. 
For  the  arms,  cut  a  9"  length  from  the 
second  beige  stem  and  wrap  the  center 
around  the  first  stem  abotit  ' :"  belov\' 
the  top  fold.  Fold  in  2"  at  each  end 
toward  the  body,  doubling  the  stem. 
Tightly  wrap  pearl  cotton  around  the 
arms  and  legs,  completely  covering 
the  stems  except  for  the  hands.  Glue 
the  ends  of  the  pearl  cotton  to 
secure.

For  the  feet,  bend  about  /h"  forward 
at  the  bottom  of  each  leg.  Glue  the 
felt  shoe  pieces  together  in  pairs, 
sandwiching  a  foot  between  each 
pair  Cut  the  hole  at  the  center  of  the 
tunic  as  indicated  on  the  pattern.  Slip 
the  tunic  over  the  body,  inserting  the 
top  fold  of  the  stem  through  the  hole. 
Glue  the  slides  and  underarm  area  of

the  tunic  together  to  cover  the  stem. 
Glue  the  round  bead  on  the  top  fold 
of  the  stem.

For  the  hat,  apply  glue  to  the 
top  of  the  head.  Wrap  the  chenille 
stem  aroimd  the  glued  area  of  the 
head  and  then  continue  to  wrap  the 
stem  upward.

Use  the  black 
marker  to  draw  eyes  on  the  face. 

For  the  paintbrush,  slightly  shorten 
a  toothpick  and  glue  a  tiny  white 
pompom  to  the  end.  Partially  paint 
the  wooden  toy  and  dip  the  bottom 
of  the  white  pom-pom  in  the  same 
paint  color.  Let  the  paint  dry. 

Position  the  elf  on  the  wooden  toy, 
bending  the  knees  and  elbows  as 
desired.

Cover  your  work  area  with  a  sheet  of 
waxed  paper.  Knead  the  clay  between 
the  palms  of  yt^ur  hands  until  it  is 
soft  and  pliable. 

For  the  gumdrops,  roll  a  l"-diameter 
ball  of  clay;  flatten  one  side  of  the  ball 
for  the  base.  Pinch  up  the  top  of  the 
ball  to  elongate  the  gumdrop  tip. 
Gently  roll  the  gumdrop  on  its  side 
until  the  surface  is  smooth.  Empts'  the 
desired  color  of  miniature  marbles 
into  a  small  bowl.  Press  all  surfaces 
of  the  gumdrop  into  the  marbles. 
Apply  pressure  with  your  fingertips  to 
firmly  anchor  the  marbles  in  the  clay. 
Use  a  darning  needle  or  toothpick  to 
make  a  hole  through  the  center  sides 
of  the  gumdrop. 
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For  the  peppermints,  roll  a  1"- 
diameter  ball  of  white  clay;  gently 
flatten  the  ball  into  a  1 '/'"-diameter 
circle  for  the  candy  base.  Roll  '  i"- 
diameter  snakes  of  red  and  green  clay. 
Flatten  the  snakes  and  cut  1''2"  lengths. 
To  add  the  stripes,  place  the  center 
of  a  flattened  length  over  the  edge  of 
the  base.  The  ends  should  almost 
reach  the  center  of  the  base  on  the 
front  and  back.  Press  the  stripe  onto 
the  base.  Continue  to  add  5  or  6  more 
stripes  around  the  base.  Use  the  side 
of  a  butter  knife  and  a  circular  motion 
to  blend  the  stripe  ends  into  the  base. 
Use  a  darning  needle  or  toothpick  to 
make  a  hole  through  the  candy  from 
edge  to  edge. 

For  the  ribbon  cand\',  roll  '-V- 
diameter,  12"-long  logs  of  green,  red, 
white,  and  yellow  clay.  Lay  the  logs 
side  by  side.  Roll  down  the  length  of 
the  logs  with  a  straight-sided  drinking 
glass,  joining  the  logs  together  and 
increasing  the  length.  Use  a  knife  to 
cut  a  straight  edge  at  the  top  and 
bottom.  Cut  the  striped  clay  in  half. 


Accordion-fold  each  piece  back  and 
forth.  Use  a  darning  needle  or  tooth- 
pick to  make  a  hole  through  the  center 
of  each  ribbon  candy. 

For  the  hard  candy  squares,  roll 
'/^''-diameter  logs  of  green,  red,  white, 
and  yellow  clay.  Lay  the  logs  side  by 
side  and  firmly  press  them  together, 
making  a  long  block  of  clay.  Cut  the 
clay  into  square  pieces.  Use  a  darning 
needle  or  toothpick  to  make  a  hole 
through  the  candy  from  edge  to  edge. 

Repeat  the  instaictions  to  make  as 
many  candies  as  desired.  Place  the 
candies  on  a  baking  sheet  covered 
with  aluminum  foil.  Put  the  baking 
sheet  in  the  oven  and  bake  the  candy 
according  to  the  instructions  on  the 
clay  package. 

When  the  candies  are  cool  to 
the  touch,  arrange  them  as  desired, 
distributing  the  varieties  and  colors. 
Thread  them  onto  the  plastic  lacing, 
making  a  knot  before  and  after  each 
candy  to  hold  it  in  place  on  the 
garland.

To  make  heel  and  toe 
patterns,  trace  the  toe  and  heel  areas 
of  the  stocking  pattern  onto  tracing 
paper;  cut  out  the  pattern  pieces, 
adding  Vi"  seam  allowances  at  the 
inner  edges.

Cut  the  Fabric 

Use  the  stocking  pattern  to  cut  two 
shapes  from  an  old  sweater  for  the 
stocking  front  and  back,  positioning 
the  pattern  Ui  utilize  the  sweater's 


design  and  ribbing.  Cut  one  heel  and 
toe  from  the  sweater  if  desired.  To  add 
a  cuff,  cut  a  17"  length  of  ribbing  in 
the  desired  width  from  the  sweater, 
using  the  finished  bottom  from  the 
waist  if  desired.  Cut  a  iV^xT  strip  for 
the  hanging  loop. 

Sew  the  Stocking 

With  right  sides  together,  sew  the  heel 
and  toe  to  the  stocking  front.  Fold  the 
heel  and  toe  pieces  down  over  the 
stocking  front,  creating  a  double  layer; 
baste  together  the  outer  edges. 

Sew  the  stocking  front  to  the  back, 
leaving  the  top  edge  open.  Press  the 
seam  allowances  open  as  much  as 
possible;  turn  right  side  out. 

For  the  cuff,  sew  together  the  short 
edges  of  the  17"  long  strip,  forming  a 
circle.  Press  the  seam  allowances  open. 
For  a  narrow  cuff  press  the  cuff  in  half 
length\Aise  with  wrong  sides  together, 
matching  the  raw  edges  and  seams. 
Slip  the  cuff  onto  the  stocking,  aligning 
the  cuff  seam  with  the  heel  seam  and 
keeping  the  raw  edges  even;  sew  the 
cuff  to  the  stocking  with  'A"  seam 
allowances.  Turn  up  the  cuff  Use  the 
large-eye  needle  to  weave  leather  lacing 
along  the  bottom  edge  of  the 
narrow  cuff;  knot  together 
the  lacing  ends.  For  a  wide 
cuff,  slip  the  cuff  inside  the 
stocking  with  the  right  side 
of  the  cuff  facing  the  wrong 
side  of  the  stocking.  Sew  the 

top  edges  of  the  stocking  and  cuff 
together,  using  'A"  seam  allowances. 
Turn  the  cuff  down  over  the  stocking. 
Sew  assorted  buttons  along  the  bottom 
front  edge  of  the  wide  cuff. 

For  the  hanging  loop,  fold  in  both 
long  edges  of  the  iV-tXl"  strip  to  over- 
lap at  the  center  back  of  the  strip. 
Hand-sew  the  edges  in  place.  Fold  the 
strip  in  half,  forming  the  loop.  Hand- 
sew  the  ends  to  the  top  inside  corner 
on  the  heel  side  of  the  stocking.  V

Unroll 
the  copper  metal  sheet  and  place  on 
felt.  Lay  the  traced  pattern  over  the 
metal  and  tape  it  in  place.  Use  the 
pointed  end  of  the  wooden  stylus  to 
transfer  the  outline  of  the  canoe  onto 
the  metal,  drawing  directly  over  the 
traced  lines.  Remove  the  pattern.  Cut 
out  the  canoe  with  a  scissors.  Transfer 
and  cut  out  a  second  canoe.  Stack  the 
two  canoes,  wrong  sides  facing,  and 
use  the  hole  punch  to  make  holes 
through  both  layers  Vi"  apart  along  the 
bottom  edges  of  the  canoe. 

To  add  the  embossed  design  along 
the  top  edge  of  the  canoe,  place  each 
piece,  right  side  down,  on  the  felt. 
Position  the  pattern  over  the  metal 
shape  and  use  the  pointed  end  of  the 
stylus  to  transfer  the  design.  Turn  the 
piece  over  and  outline  the  design 
with  the  stylus.  Repeat  with  the 
second  canoe  piece. 

To  shape  the  canoe,  place  each 
piece,  right  side  down,  on  the  felt. 
Use  the  rounded  end  of  the  stylus  to 
apply  even  pressure  over  the  entire 
back  of  each  canoe  piece,  avoiding 
the  design  areas. 

Use  paper  towels  to  apply  a  small 
amount  of  metal  paint  onto  the  right 
side  of  each  canoe  piece.  Wipe  off 
the  excess  paint.  Let  die  paint  dry. 
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With  \\Tong  sides  together,  align 
the  canoe  pieces,  matching  the  holes. 
Use  the  wire  to  overhand-stitch  the 
canoe  pieces  together.  Trim  the  excess 
wire  and  bend  the  ends  into  tlie  canoe. 

For  the  hanging  loop,  thread  one 
end  of  the  leather  lacing  underneath 
the  wire  at  one  end  of  the  canoe. 
Knot  the  lacing  ends  together.  Wrap 
the  artificial  holly  lea\'es  around  the 
base  of  the  hanging  loop.V

For  each  acorn,  wrap  an  entire  skein 
of  embroidery  floss  around  a  wooden 
apple,  applying  small  dots  of  hot  glue 
to  the  top  and  iiottom  of  the  apple 
as  you're  working  to  prevent  the  floss 
from  slipping. 

For  each  acorn  top,  cut  a  4"  square 
of  sheer  fabric.  Fold  in  all  four  corners 
of  the  fabric  to  meet  at  the  center  of 
the  square;  then  fold  in  all  four  of  the 
new  corners  to  meet  at  the  center  of 
the  square.  Glue  the  folded  square, 
smooth  side  up,  to  the  center  top  of 
the  acorn. 

Place  a  natural  oak  leaf  over  the 
corduroy  fabric  with  the  top  of  the 
leaf  at  the  raw  edge  of  the  fabric  and 
lining  up  the  center  vein  of  the  leaf 
with  an  enclosed  wire.  Trace  aroimd 
the  leaf  with  the  water-erasable  fabric 
marker.

Next,  hot-glue 
a  ring  of  pinecones  around  the  top 
of  the  wreath.  Hot-glue  dried  straw- 
flowers  between  the  pinecones  and 
the  first  ring  of  seed  pods,  filling  in 
any  spaces.  Add  a  second  ring  of 
seedpods  inside  the  pinecone  ring; 
then  add  an  inner  ring  of  red  dried 
celosia.  Add  a  final  inner  ring  of 
dried  tl(i\vers  or  seedpods. v

INSTRUCTIONS 

Cover  your  work  area  with  a  sheet  of 
waxed  paper.  Knead  the  clay  between 
the  palms  of  your  hands  until  it  is  soft 
and  pliable.  Use  a  craft-designated 
rolling  pin  to  roll  out  the  clay  until 
it  is  '/s"  thick.  Wrap  the  clay  around 
the  Styrofoam  ball,  smoothing  the 
overlapping  area  flat. 

For  the  nose,  form  a  small  piece  of 
clay  into  a  triangle.  Center  the  triangle 


on  one  side  of  the  ball  and  smooth 
it  in  place.  Use  a  needle  or  end  of  a 
brush  to  puncture  holes  for  the  nostrils. 
Roll  a  long  ''K"-dianieter  snake.  For  the 
eyebrows,  cut  a  I'A"  length  from  the 
snake;  center  it  above  the  nose,  slightly 
curving  down  the  ends.  Position  two 
small  ovals  below  the  eyebrows  and 
shape  into  eyes.  From  the  snake,  cut 
a  VA"  length  for  the  top  lip  and  iVi" 
length  for  the  bottom  lip.  Shape  the 
lips  centered  below  the  nose  and 
smooth  in  place.  Press  two  small  ovals 
on  the  face  for  the  cheeks.  Shape  a 
small  oval  into  the  chin.  Shape  two 
pointed  ears  on  the  sides  of  the  head. 

Push  one  end  of  the  dowel  into  the 
center  bottom  of  the  head,  forming  a 
hole.  Remove  the  dowel.  Place  the 
head  on  a  baking  sheet  covered  with 
aluminum  foil.  Put  the  baking  sheet  in 
the  oven  and  bake  the  head  according 
to  the  instmctions  on  the  clay  package. 

When  the  head  is  cool  to  the  touch, 
use  copper  paint  and  the  V^"  stencil 
brush  1(1  paint  the  forehead,  eyebrows, 
cheeks,  lips,  ears,  and  chin.  Lightly 
brush  coral  paint  onto  the  cheeks. 
LIse  the  liner  paintbnish  to  paint  the 
eyes  white  with  brown  irises. 

Apply  r«'o  coats  of  coral  paint  to 
the  dowel  and  two  coats  of  olive-green 
paint  to  the  wooden  ball,  letting  the 
paint  dry  between  coats.  When  the 
paint  is  cliy,  glue  the  ball  to  one  end 
of  the  dowel. 

Cut  a  length  of  cm'ly  hair  to  encircle 
the  head.  Pull  the  hair  apart  .so  it  is 
messy.  Glue  the  hair  around  the  head 
with  tacky  glue,  leaving  a  bald  spot. 
Glue  Spanish  moss  over  the  bald  spot. 

For  the  collar,  fold  under  Vi"  of 
each  leaf  to  the  wrong  side  at  the 
wide  end;  glue  in  place.  Visualizing 
a  clock  face,  position  the  leaves  with 
the  tips  pointing  to  12,  3,  6,  and  9. 
Overiap  the  wide  ends  at  the  center, 
leaving  an  opening  large  enough  to 
accommodate  the  dowel;  glue  the 
leaves  together.  To  attach  the  bells, 
cut  four  6"  lengths  of  4mm  olive- 
green  ribbon.  Use  a  ribbon  length 


and  a  needle  to  sew  a  bell  to  the  tip 
of  each  leaf.  Knot  the  ribbon  ends 
together  three  times  and  trim  off  the 
excess  ribbon.  Hot-glue  the  right  side 
of  the  collar  to  the  bottom  of  the 
head,  centering  the  collar  opening 
over  the  hole. 

Twist  the  wired  acorns  and  the 
mushroom  stamens  tc^gether,  creating 
a  2"-diameter  wreath.  Hot-glue  the 
wreath  to  the  top  of  the  head.  Glue 
a  small  bird,  snail  shell,  or  bee  to  the 
top  of  the  head. 

Cut  two  9"  lengths  of  y("-wide 
burgundy-and-gold  ribbt^n.  Form 
each  length  into  a  bow,  overlapping 
the  ends  at  the  center.  Sew  the  ends 
together  at  the  center,  gathering  the 
ribbon.  Glue  the  dowel  in  the  hole  at 
the  center  bottom  of  the  head.  Hot-glue 
a  bow  to  the  front  and  the  back  of 
the  dowel,  underneath  the  leaf  collar. 
Tie  a  bow  at  the  center  of  the  gold 
cording.  Glue  the  bow  to  the  center 
front  of  the  dowel  imderneath  the 
leaf  collar.  Tie  a  knot  at  each  end 
of  the  cording,  t

Sew  the  Frog 

Pin  together  the 

feet  in  pairs  and 

sew  the  center  front  seams  only 

as  shown  at  right.  Press  the  seam 

allowances  open.  Referring  to  the 


diagrams  above,  sew  the  feet  to  the 
legs  at  the  ankle.  Press  the  seam 
allowances  toward  the  legs.  Align  the 
long  edges  of  each  leg  and  the  bottom 
edges  of  the  feet,  matching  the  ankle 
seams;  sew  together,  leaving  the  top 
edges  of  the  legs  open.  Trim  the 
seams,  clip  the  cui-ves,  and  turn  the 
legs  right  side  out.  Stuff  the  legs  with 
polyester  fiberfill,  stopping  1"  from 
the  top  edges.  Sew  the  openings 
closed,  centering  the  seam  on  the 
center  back  of  the  leg. 

Sew  the  arms  together  in  pairs,  using 
a  very  short  stitch  length  at  the  fingers 
and  leaving  the  top  edge  open.  Trim 
the  seams,  clip  the  cui'ves,  and  clip  to 
the  dots  indicated  on  the  pattern.  Turn 
the  arms  right  side  out.  Stuff  the  arms 
with  fiberfill,  stopping  1"  from  the  top 
edges.  Sew  the  openings  closed. 

For  the  mouth,  sew  the  dart  on  each 
frog  front.  Sew  the  frog  body  fronts 
together  at  the  center  front  seam, 
matching  tiie  dart  seam.  Clip  tlie  curves 
and  press  the  seam  allowance  open. 
Sew  the  frog  body  backs  together  at 
the  center  back,  leaving  an  openiiig 
for  stuffing  as  indicated  on  tlie  pattern; 
press  the  seam  allowances  open. 
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Sew  the  frog  front  to  the  frog  back, 
easing  the  eye  and  cheek  areas  to  fit 
.ind  leaving  the  bottom  edge  open  and 
tile  side  openings  for  the  arms  as 
indicated  on  tiie  patterns.  Clip  the 
curves,  press  the  seam  allowances 
open,  and  turn  the  body  right  side  OLit. 

Press  under  ' ;"  at  the  bottom  open 
edges  of  the  body.  Pin  the  legs 
centered  in  the  bottom  body  opening; 
sew  the  bottom  opening  closed, 
catching  the  legs  firmly  in  the 
stitching.  Turn  under  V^"  at  the  side 
openings  for  the  arms.  Pin  an  arm  in 
each  opening.  Sew  the  openings 
closed,  catching  the  arms  firmly  in 
the  stitching.  Stuff  the  body  through 
the  center  back  opening.  Slip-stitch 
the  back  opening  closed. 

For  the  eyes,  glue  the  snail  shells 
to  the  frog's  face  with  adhesive.  Let 
the  adhesive  dry.  Press  under  'm"  on 
the  long  edges  of  the  1Vkx8"  hunter- 
green  strips;  glue  in  place  with  glue. 
Fold  the  strips  in  half  again  lengthwise, 
aligning  the  pressed  edges  and 
enclosing  the  raw  edges;  glue  in  place. 
Straighten  one  short  edge  of  each  strip. 
Beginning  with  the  straight  edge  at  the 
bottom  outer  edge  of  a  snail  shell,  glue 
one  side  of  a  strip  over  the  entire  eye 
seam.  Trim  off  the  excess  strip  at  the 
bottom  outer  edge  of  the  second  snail 
shell.  Glue  the  second  strip  along  the 
bottom  of  the  snail  shells,  beginning 
and  ending  with  the  first  strip. 

For  the  mouth,  center  the  green 
cotton-wrapped  wire  over  the  moLith 
seam;  curl  up  the  wire  ends.  Use 


hunter-green  embroidery  floss  to  sew 
the  wire  to  the  face.  Place  the  glasses 
on  the  frog.  Sew  the  glasses  to  the 
sides  of  the  frog's  head. 

Dress  the  Frog 

Sew  together  the  pant  backs  at  the 
center  back  and  the  pants  fronts  at 
the  center  front;  press  the  seam 
allowances  open.  Sew  the  pants  front 
to  the  back  at  the  sides  and  inseam, 
as  shown  below.  Press  the  seam 
allowances  open.  To  hem,  turn  each 
pant  leg  imder  as  indicated  on  the 
pattern;  tack  in  place  at  the  seams. 
Press  under  \'i"  at  the  top  edge  of  the 
pants.  Hand-sew  Rinning  stitches  close 
to  the  pres.sed  edge.  Slip  the  pants  on 
the  frog.  Pull  the  thread  ends  to  fit  the 
pants  snugly  around  the  frog's  waist; 
knot  the  thread  to  secure. 


Sew  the  vest  back  to  the  vest  fronts 
along  the  shoulder  and  sides.  Press 
the  seam  allowances  open.  Press  under 
V"  on  all  raw  edges  of  the  vest;  sew 
close  to  the  pressed  edges.  Slip  the 
vest  on  the  frog.  Overlap  the  center 
front  edges  of  the  vest;  sew  together 
with  an  acorn  and  a  squirrel  button. 

Sew  the  coat  fronts  to  the  coat  back 
at  the  shoulder  seams,  beginning  at 
the  sleeve  edge  and  stopping  at  the 
dot  indicated  on  the  coat  front  pattern. 
Press  the  seam  allowances  open.  Sew 
the  sleeves  to  the  armhole  openings  of 
the  coat.  Press  the  seam  allowances 
toward  the  sleeves.  Sew  the  coat  front 
to  the  back  along  the  side  and  under- 
arm; press  the  seam  allowances  open. 
To  hem,  turn  up  1"  at  the  bottom 
edge  of  each  sleeve;  tack  in  place  at 
the  underarm  seam.

Pin  together  the  shoes  and  sew  the 
back  and  bottom  edges.  Press  tlie  seam 
allowances  open.  Sew  the  top  seam, 
leaving  the  toe  and  ankle  edges  open. 
Press  the  top  seam  allowances  open. 
Clip  the  curves  and  turn  the  shoe  right 
side  out,  using  a  turning  tool  to  pull 
out  the  toe  area  of  the  shoe.  Press 
under  h"  at  the  top  open  edge  of  the 
shoe;  sew  close  to  the  pressed  edges. 
Fold  the  chenille  stem  in  half.  Place  a 
dab  of  hotmelt  adhesive  on  the  ends 
of  the  chenille  stem.  Immediately 
insert  the  folded  chenille  stem 
through  the  shoe,  placing  the  glued 
end  at  the  toe,  as  shown  in  Diagram  1 
Ik'Iow.  Lightly  stuff  the  toe  area  of  the 
shoe  with  polyester  fiberfill  and 
firmly  fill  the  rest  of  the  shoe. 

Thread  a  needle  with  the  4mm 
ribbon.  Use  the  ribbon  to  sew  the  bell 
to  the  toe  of  the  shoe.  Knot  the  ribbon 
ends  together  three  times  and  trim  off 
the  excess  ribbon.  Roll  the  toe  into  a 
spiral,  shaping  the  chenille  stem.  Use 
the  long  sewing  needle  and  sewing 
thread  to  sew  the  toe  to  the  shoe, 
inserting  the  needle  through  the  shoe 
to  the  bottom  seam  and  then  back  up 
to  the  top  seam,  as  shown  in  Diagram 
2  below.  Repeat  and  knot  the  thread. 

Hot-glue  the  top  edge  of  five  velvet 
leaves  to  the  inside  of  the  shoe  at  the 
open  edge,  overlapping  the  leaves  as 
needed.  Fold  the  leaves  down  over 
the  outside  of  the  shoe,  as  shown  in 
Diagram  3  below.  For  the  hanging 
loop,  fold  the  narrow  gold  cording 
in  half.  Glue  the  ends  to  the  inside 
center  back  of  the  shoe. 

Fold  the  7x6"  stocking  piece  in  half 
to  measure  3'''::x6".  Sew  the  edges 
together,  leaving  one  short  edge  open 
for  the  top  of  the  stocking.  Press  the 
seam  allowances  open.  Turn  the 
stocking  right  side  out.  To  form  the 
cuff,  fold  I'/t"  to  the  inside  .mcl  then 
fold  1"  to  the  outside;  press.  Hot-glue 
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the  stocking  bottom  to  the  inside  of  tlie 
shoe  at  the  ankle,  covering  the  fiberfill. 
Fold  the  ends  of  the  beaded  fringe 
tape  to  meet  at  the  center  back  of  the 
tape.  Hand-sew  running  stitches 
through  the  tape  and  pull  the  thread 
as  tight  as  possible;  knot  the  thread.

Sew  the  stocking  top  to  the 
stocking  bottom,  catching  the  leaves 
in  the  stitching.  Press  the  seam 
allowances  toward  the  stocking  top. 


Sew  the  center  front  edges  together, 
matching  the  stripes  and  leaving  the 
t(  )p  ( )f  the  foot  open.  Press  the  seam 
allowance  open  as  much  as  possible. 
Clip  the  curves  and  turn  the  stocking 
right  side  out,  using  a  turning  tool  to 
pull  the  toe  area  out  of  the  stocking. 

Turn  V2"  to  the  inside  at  the  open 
foot  edge.  Hot-glue  the  ends  of  two 
chenille  stems  together.  Place  a  dab 
of  hotmelt  adhesive  on  the  end  of  the 
stems.  Immediately  insert  the  stems 
through  the  stocking,  placing  the 
glued  end  at  the  toe.  Sc]ueeze  the 
open  edges  together,  adhering  the 
chenille  stem  in  place  and  gluing  the 
fabric  edges  together.  Use  polyester 
fiberfill  to  lightly  stuff  the  stocking 
bottom  from  the  toe  to  about  7"  from 
the  toe,  pushing  tlie  chenille  stems 
against  the  center  front  seam. 

.Sew  the  lining  pieces  together, 
leaving  the  top  edge  open.  Trim  the 
seams  and  clip  the  cuives;  do  not  turn. 
Slip  the  lining  inside  the  .stocking  with 
wrong  sides  together.  Baste  the  top 
edges  of  the  stocking  and  lining 
together. 

For  the  hanging  loop,  press  tmder 
':"  on  each  long  edge  of  the  2x6"  plum 
strip.  Fold  the  strip  in  half  lengthwise, 
aligning  the  pressed  edges;  press  again. 
Sew  the  long  edge  opposite  the  fold 
together  Fold  the  strip  in  half,  forming 
a  loop.  Ba.ste  the  ends  to  the  top 
inside  corner  on  the  heel  side  of  the 
.stocking  with  the  loop  side  down. 

For  the  cuff,  sew  the  short  edges 
together  with  a  Vi"  seam  allowance, 
ptrshing  the  fur  away  from  the  seam 
w  hile  sewing.  Finger-press  or  use  a 
cool  iron  to  press  the  seam  allowances 
open.  Fold  the  bottom  edge  of  the 
cuff  up  3"  to  the  wrong  side.  Hand- 
sew  or  glue  the  raw  edge  in  place. 

Slip  the  cuff  inside  the  stocking 
with  the  right  side  of  the  cuff  facing 
the  wrong  side  of  the  stocking  and 
aligning  the  cuff  seam  with  the  center 
back  seam  of  the  stocking.  Sew  the 
top  edges  together  with  a  V2"  seam 
allowance.  Pull  the  cuff  awav  from 
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the  stocking  and  press  the  seam 
allowances  toward  the  stocking. 
Edgestitch  around  the  stocking 
opening  by  sewing  '/V  from  the  top 
of  the  stocking,  through  the  stocking 
and  seam  allowance  layers.  Turn  the 
cuff  to  the  outside. 

Finish  the  Stocking 

To  attitch  the  bells,  cut  seven  6"  lengtlis 
of  4mm  olive-green  ribbon.  Use  a 
ribbon  length  and  a  needle  to  sevv'  a 
bell  to  the  tip  of  each  leaf,  sewing  the 
small  bells  to  the  front  leaves.  Knot 
the  ribbon  ends  together  three  times 
and  trim  off  the  excess  ribbon  about 
Vi"  from  the  knot. 

Thread  a  needle  with  another  6" 
length  of  4mm  ribbon.  Llse  the  ribbon 
to  sew  the  bell  to  the  toe  of  the 
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stocking  in  the  same  manner.  Roll 
the  toe  into  a  spiral,  shaping  the 
chenille  stems.  Use  the  long  sewing 
needle  and  sewing  thread  to  sew  the 
toe  in  place,  inserting  the  needle 
tlirough  the  .stocking  to  the  bottom 
seam  and  then  back  up  to  the  top 
seam.  Repeat  and  knot  the  thread.  V

Wrap  one  wire  end  three  times  around 
the  tip  of  the  needle-nose  pliers. 
Flatten  the  wire  end  with  the  pliers. 
Referring  to  the  diagram  below,  begin 
threading  beads  onto  the  wire,  with 
the  smaller  specialty  beads,  thread 
the  beads  onto  the  wire,  alternating  a 
seed  bead  with  a  specialty  bead  until 
the  beaded  area  measures  8"  to  1(1".

For  the  top  loop,  thread  20  silver 
seed  beads  on  the  wire.  Shape 
the  silver-beaded  area  into  a  circle 
Tightly  wrap  the  wire  three  times 
around  the  bottom  of  the  circle. 
Trim  away  the  excess  wire  with 
the  wire  cutters. 

Wrap  the  beaded  wire 
around  your  index  finger. 
Pull  down  on  the  wraps 
to  loosen  the  coil.V

Beads:  3  aqua  leaves,  3  yellow 

butterflies,  6  rose  flat  rounds, 

and  15—8/0  hex-cut  seeds 
Size  3  embroidery  needle 
1  yard  of  I'-wide  mauve  velvet  ribbon 
Glue  gun  and  hotmelt  adhesive 
Gold  star  glitter 
Spray  adhesive 

INSTRUCTIONS 
Enlarge  the  pattern  above,  using  a 
copy  machine.  Cut  out  the  pattern 
piece.  Use  the  pattern  piece  to  cut 
one  from  each  sheet  of  vellum  paper. 
Cut  the  slashes  in  each  vellum  circle 
to  make  eight  wedges  as  shown  on 
the  pattern. 

To  make  a  single  star,  bring  in 
the  outer  corners  of  each  wedge  to 
overlap  about  V^\  creating  eight  small 
cones.  Glue  the  overlapped  edges 
together.  Do  not  flatten  the  cones. 
Repeat  with  each  vellum  circle. 

Beginning  at  the  bottom,  layer  the 
stars  with  cones  facing  up,  as  follows: 
pink,  frosted,  blue,  pink,  frosted,  blue, 
and  frosted.  Thread  a  15"  length  of 
4mm  white  ribbon  through  the  long 
needle.  Thread  the  needle  and  ribbon 
through  the  center  of  the  layered  stars 


from  top  to  bottom,  leaving  a  ribbon 
tail  at  the  top.  Return  the  needle  and 
ribbon  to  the  top  of  the  layers  about 
'A"  from  the  first  stitch.  Repeat, 
crisscrossing  the  stitches  at  the  center 
bottom  of  the  star  layers.  Both  ribbon 
ends  should  extend  from  the  center 
top.  Pull  the  ribbon  ends  to  draw  the 
star  layers  together. 

Thread  the  remaining  4mm  white 
ribbon  through  the  embroidery  needle; 
knot  one  end.  Thread  the  leaf  and 
butterfly  beads  onto  the  ribbon, 
alternating  them  with  the  flat  round. 
Thread  on  the  hex-cut  seed  beads. 
Starting  at  the  center  bottom,  draw 
the  ribbon  through  the  layered  stars. 
Knot  the  three  ribbon  ends  together 
at  the  center  top. 

To  attach  the  hanging  loop,  thread 
each  ribbon  end  at  the  center  top  of 
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the  star  tlu'ough  a  needle  one  at  a  time. 
Bring  the  needle  through  the  center 
of  the  l"-wide  velvet  ribbon  with  the 
velvet  side  toward  the  star.  Knot  the 
ribbon  ends  together  again  above  the 
ribbon.  Hot-glue  the  velvet  ribbon  to 
the  star  top  for  additional  stability. 

Apply  a  light  coat  of  spray  adhesive 
to  the  star.  Immediately  pour  the  glitter 
onto  the  sticky  surface.  Set  the  star 
aside  to  dry.  Repeat  for  a  more 
glittery  appearance. V

INSTRUCTIONS 

Apply  a  light  coat  of  pale  gold  metallic 
paint  on  the  porcelain  faiiy  head  with 
the  paintbrush.  Use  the  foam  brush  to 
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apply  glue  to  the  velvet  leaf  stems. 
Immediately  pour  clear  glitter  over 
the  wet  glue,  tap  off  the  excess  glitter, 
and  set  the  leaves  aside  to  dry.  Glitter 
the  velvet  pansy  in  the  same  manner. 

Remove  the  stamens  from  the 
3/'2"-diameter  lavender  flower. 
Reserve  the  stamens  for  later  Position 
the  velvet  leaf  sprays  onto  the  stem 
of  the  lavender  flower.  Wire  the  stems 
together  and  \\rap  the  stems  with 
florist's  tape. 

Glue  the  blue  \el\'et  and  satin  leaves 
onto  the  shoulder  plate  of  the  fairy 
head.  Overlap  the  ends  of  the  metallic 
gold  lace,  forming  a  circle.  Hand-sew 
running  stitches  along  the  top  edge 
of  the  lace.  Slip  the  lace  circle  around 
the  neck  of  the  faiiy  head  with  the 
overiap  at  the  center  back.  Pull  the 
thread  ends  so  the  lace  gathers  tightly 
around  the  neck;  knot  the  thread. 

Use  hot  glue  and  tacky  glue  to 
attach  the  back  of  the  head  and  the 
shoulder  plate  to  the  center  of  the 
flower.  Let  the  glue  diy.  Carefully 
glue  the  stamens  between  the  chin 
and  lace  ruffle.  Llse  hotmelt  adhesive 
and  tacky  gkie  to  glue  the  pansy  to 
the  top  of  the  head.V

Trace  the  patterns  opposite  onto  tracing 
paper.  Cut  out  the  pattern  pieces.  Sew 
all  pieces  with  right  sides  together, 
using  y^"  seam  allowances  unless 
otherwise  noted. 

Assemble  the  Body 

Co\er  your  work  area 
with  a  sheet  of 
waxed  paper. 
Knead  the  clay 
betw-'een  the  palms 
of  your  hands  until 
it  is  soft  and  pliable. 

Roll  a  I'/V'-long 
egg-shaped  oval  of  clay 
for  the  head;  add  a  neck  to  the  bottom, 
smoothing  the  edges.  For  the  nose, 
form  a  small  piece  of  clay  into  a 
triangle.  Center  the  triangle  on  one 
side  of  the  head  and  smooth  it  in 
place,  shaping  the  nose.  Use  a  needle 
to  make  the  nostrils.  Roll  a  very  fine 


snake  for  the  eyebrows;  center  it  above 
tlie  nose.  Position  two  tiny  ovals  below 
the  eyebrows  and  shape  into  eyes.  Use 
pieces  of  a  very  fine  snake  to  shape 
an  open  mouth  centered  below  the 
nose;  smooth  in  place.  Shape  a  tiny 
oval  into  the  chin.  Shape  two  pointed 
ears  on  the  sides  of  the  head.  Use 
the  darning  needle  to  make  a  hole 
through  the  neck  from  side  to  side. 

Use  the  molds  to  make  two  feet  and 
two  hands.  Use  the  darning  needle  to 
make  a  hole  through  each  foot  and 
hand  from  side  to  side. 

Place  the  head,  feet,  and  hands  on 
a  baking  sheet  covered  with  aluminum 
foil.  Put  the  baking  sheet  in  the  oven 
and  bake  the  pieces  according  to  the 
instructions  on  the  clay  package. 

When  the  clay  pieces  are  cool  to 
the  touch,  brush  metallic  gold  paint 
on  all  the  clay  surfaces.  Lightly  baish 
coral  paint  on  the  cheeks  and  lips. 
Paint  the  eyes  white  with  blue  irises. 

For  the  arms,  insert  a  chenille  stem 
through  the  hole  at  the  bottom  of  the 
neck.  Adjust  the  stem  so  there  is  an 
equal  amount  on  each  side  of  the 
neck.  Wrap  the  stem  around  the  neck 
to  secure.  Thread  each  end  of  the 
arm  chenille  stem  through  the  hole 
in  a  hand.  Wrap  the  chenille  stem 
around  itself  above  the  hand,  adjusting 
the  length  of  the  stem  for  a  3'/2"-long 
arm  length. 

For  the  legs,  attach  a  chenille  .stem 
to  the  shoulder  area  of  the  arm 
chenille  stem  on  each  side  of  the 
liody.  Thread  the  opposite  end  of 
each  leg  stem  through  a  foot.  Wrap 
the  stem  around  itself  above  the  foot, 
adjusting  the  length  of  the  leg  so  the 
figure  will  be  approximately  7"  tall. 
Use  a  fourth  chenille  stem  to  weave 
together  the  two  leg  chenille  stems  in 
a  figure-8  motion  for  about  2".  starting 
below  the  head. 

Dress  the  Fairy 

Use  the  patterns  above  to  cut  two 
pants  and  one  top  from  the  plum 
velvet  fabric,  referring  to  the  diagram 


above  for  placement  of  tlie  Top  pattern 
on  the  folded  fabric.  Cut  one  cap  from 
the  tiger-print  plush  fur. 

Sew  the  pants  together  at  the  center 
front  and  center  back.  Press  the  seam 
allowances  open.  Sew  the  inseams 
together,  right,  matching  the  center 
front  and  back  seams.  Press  the  seam 
allowances  open  and  turn  the  pants 
right  side  out.  To  hem,  turn  up  1"  at 
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the  bottom  of  each  pant  leg.  Hand-sew 
running  stitches  ^'4"  from  the  bottom 
edge.  Press  under  ^''s"  at  the  top  ecige 
of  the  pants.  Hand-sew  running 
stitches  close  to  the  pressed  edge. 
Slip  the  pants  on  the  fairy.  Pull  the 
thread  ends  to  fit  the  pants  snugly 
around  the  waist  of  the  chenille  stem 
body;  knot  the  thread  to  secure.  Pull 
the  thread  ends  to  fit  each  pant  leg 
snugly  around  the  top  of  the  foot; 
knot  the  thread  to  secure. 

Sew  the  underarm  and  side  seam 
of  the  shirt,  as  shown  in  the  diagram 
below.  Clip  to  the  stitching  at  the 
underarm.  Press  the  seam  allowances 
open.  Turn  the  shirt  right  side  t)ut.

Press  under  'A"  at  the  bottom  edge  of 
the  shirt.  Sew  antique  gold-and-plum 
trim  on  the  right  side  of  the  shirt  to 
secure  the  hem.  Turn  up  a  scant  1"  at 
the  bottom  of  each  sleeve.  Hand-sew 
running  stitches  In"  from  the  liottom 
edge  of  each  sleeve  and  1  Va"  from  the 
bottom  edge  of  the  shirt,  leaving  long 
thread  ends.  Slip  the  shirt  on  the  fairy. 
Fold  under  the  neck  edge  and  hand- 
sew  mnning  stitches  close  to  the  folded 
edge.  Pull  the  thread  ends  to  gather 
the  neckline  tightly  around  the  clay 
neck;  knot  the  thread  to  secure.  Pull 
the  thread  ends  to  fit  each  sleeve 
snugly  around  the  top  of  the  hand, 
knot  the  thread  to  secure.  Pull  the 
thread  ends  to  gather  the  shirt  around 
the  waist;  knot  the  thread  to  secure. 

Wrap  and  glue  antique  gold-and- 
plum  trim  around  the  gathers  on  the 
pant  legs  and  sleeves  with  tacky  glue. 
Wrap  and  glue  the  antique  gold  trim 
around  the  gathers  at  the  waist  of 
the  shirt. 

For  the  wings,  cut  an  18"  length  of 
gold  wire.  Thread  berry  bugles,  plum 


metallic  seeds,  and  celadon  hex-cut 
seeds  on  the  wire,  alternating  the 
bugle  beads  with  the  .seed  beads, 
until  the  beaded  area  measures  about 
10".  With  the  beads  centered  on  the 
wire,  bring  in  the  end  beads  to  meet 
at  the  center,  creating  a  bow-shape. 
Wrap  each  end  of  the  wire  several 
times  around  the  center  of  the  beaded 
area.  To  attach  the  wings,  wrap  the 
wire  around  the  fair)''s  neck  several 
times.  Trim  off  the  excess  wire. 

For  the  leaf  collar,  overlap  the  side 
edges  of  the  \'elvet  leaves  slightly. 
Hand-sew  amning  stitches  about 
W'  from  one  end  of  the  velvet  leaves, 
sewing  the  leaves  together  and  joining 
the  first  leaf  with  the  last.  Slip  the 
collar  over  the  fairy's  head, 
positioning  one  leaf  at  the  center 
front,  one  on  each  shoulder,  and 
two  in  the  back.  Pull  the  thread 
ends  to  fit  the  collar  snugly  to  the 
neck,  covering  the  wing  wires. 

Fold  the  cap  in  half 
and  sew  together  the 
straight  edges.  Press  the 
seam  allowances  open. 
Turn  the  cap  right  side 
out.  Cut  a  6"  length  of 
chenille  stem;  fold  the 
stem  in  half.  Hot-glue 
the  ends  to  the  inside 
tip  of  the  cap.  Turn  the  bottom  edge 
of  the  cap  under  V2"  and  glue  in 
place.  Hot-glue  the  cap  tt;  the  head. 
Glue  the  antique  gold-and-plum  trim 
around  the  cap  with  tacky  glue.  Wire 
the  mushroom  stamen  aroimd  the  tip 
of  the  cap  and  bend  the  chenille  stem 
to  shape  the  cap.V

INSTRUCTIONS 

Trace  the  patterns  opposite  onto  tracing 

paper.  Cut  out  the  pattern  pieces. 

Paint  a  light  coat  of  pale  metallic  gold 
on  the  porcelain  head  and  shoulder 
plate.  Set  the  head  aside  to  diy. 

Sew  the  Body 

On  a  doubled  layer  of  lavender-print 
fabric,  use  the  erasable  fabric  marker 
to  trace  one  body,  two  arms,  and  two 
legs  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  fabric. 
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leaving  at  least  h"  between  the 
tracings.  Pin  the  fabric  layers  together 
in  several  places.  Use  a  very  short 
stitch  length  to  sew  on  the  traced 
lines,  leaving  openings  as  indicated 
on  the  pattern  pieces.  To  sew  the  tiny 
ciir\'es.  it  may  be  necessary  to  sew 
indi\  idual  stitches,  repositioning  the 
presser  foot  with  each  stitch.  Cut  out 
the  body  parts  '/s"  beyond  the  sewn 
lines.  Clip  to  the  stitching  line  all 
around  each  shape,  especially  at 
inward  and  outward  curves  and  at  the 
leave-open  marks.  Carefully  turn  each 
piece  right  side  out,  using  the  flat  end 
of  a  skewer.  Use  the  skewer  to  gently 
push  out  the  seams. 

For  a  leg,  use  the  skewer  to  push 
in  tiny  amounts  of  polyester  fiberfill, 
firmly  stuffing  half  of  the  foot.  Cut  a 
4"  length  of  chenille  stem.  Bend  each 
end  with  d  needle-nose  pliers.  Slip 
the  stem  into  the  leg  and  continue 
to  stuff  the  leg  firmly.  Slip-stitch  the 
opening  closed.  Repeat  for  the 
second  leg. 

For  the  arm,  use  the  skewer  to  push 
in  tiny  amounts  of  polyester  fiberfill 
to  firmly  stuff  half  of  the  hand.  Cut  a 
3"  length  of  chenille  stem.  Bend  each 
end  with  a  needle-nose  pliers.  Slip 
the  stem  into  the  arm  and  continue 
to  stuff  the  arm  firmly.  Slip-stitch  the 
opening  closed.  Repeat  for  the 
second  arm.  Stuff  the  body  firmly 
with  fiberfill;  slip-stitch  closed. 

Thread  the  long  needle  with  four 
lengths  of  thread.  Knot  the  thread 
ends  together.  Place  a  leg  on  either 
side  of  the  body  at  the  hip  area.  Insert 
the  needle  through  one  leg,  the  body, 
and  the  second  leg  and  return  back 
through  in  the  opposite  direction. 
Repeat  and  knot  the  thread.  Sew  the 
arms  to  either  side  of  the  body  at 
the  shoulders  in  the  same  manner. 

Pour  tacky  glue  inside  the  shoulder 
plate  area  of  the  porcelain  head. 
Squeeze  hotmelt  adhesive  into  the 
center  of  the  shoulder  plate.  Place  tlie 
head  over  the  shoulders  of  the  body. 
Let  the  glue  dry  for  several  hours. 


Dress  the  Fairy 

To  make  a  double-sided  leaf,  glue 
together  two  of  the  lavender  leaves 
with  wrong  sides  facing.  Working  on 
one  at  a  tirne,  lightly  coat  both  sides 
of  the  double-sided  leaf,  the  remaining 
lavender  leaf,  and  all  the  orchid  leaves 
with  tacky  glue,  hnmediately  sprinkle 
the  wet  glue  with  glitter,  tap  off  the 
excess  glitter,  and  set  each  piece 
aside  to  diy. 

Open 


For  the  skirt,  pull  apart  the  yellow 
organza  and  satin  flowers.  Set  aside 
two  full  petal  layers  for  the  head. 
Cut  an  opening  at  the  center  of  the 
remaining  petal  layers  large  enough 
to  slip  over  the  body.  Beginning  at 
the  hips,  glue  the  petal  layers  to  the 
body,  spacing  the  layers  about  Va" 
apart  and  ending  just  above  the  waist. 

For  the  wings,  thread  seven  seed 
and  seven  bugle  beads  on  the  18" 
length  of  wire,  alternating  the  beads. 
Alternate  and  thread  three  tulips, 
narro'v\'  end  first,  and  three  bugles  on 
the  wire.  Thread  on  3  seeds  for  the 
center  top  of  a  wing.  Alternate  and 
thread  on  three  bugles  and  three 
tulips,  wide  end  first.  Alternating  the 
beads,  thread  on  seven  bugles  and 
seven  seeds.  Repeat  the  beading 
pattern  for  the  second  wing.  With  the 
beads  centered  on  the  wire,  bring  in 
the  end  beads  to  meet  at  the  center, 
creating  a  bow-shape.  Wrap  each  end 
of  the  wire  several  times  around  the 
center  of  the  beaded  area.  To  attach 
the  wings,  wrap  the  wire  ends  around 
the  fair>''s  body  underneath  the  arms. 
Tiini  off  the  excess  wire.  Shape  the 
loops  into  teardrop-shaped  wings. 

Beginning  at  the  center  back,  crinkle 
and  wrap  the  l'/2"-wide  metallic 
ribbon  around  the  fairy's  chest, 
co\'ering  the  cut  edge  of  the  skirt  and 
the  wire.  Glue  the  ribbon  ends  in 
place.  Wrap  and  glue  the  l'/K"-wide 
gold  lace  trim  once  around  the  chest, 
beginning  and  ending  at  the  center 
back  and  having  the  top  edge  cover 
the  bottom  edge  of  the  shoulder 
plate.  Trim  off  the  excess  lace  trim. 

Glue  an  orchid  leaf  over  each 
shoulder  with  tacky  glue.  Glue  another 
orchid  leaf  along  each  shoulder, 
pointing  toward  the  arm.  Glue  the 
double-sided  lavender  leaf  to  the 
center  back  of  the  body  and  the 
shoulder  plate.  Glue  the  remaining 
lavender  leaf  to  the  back  about  Vi" 
below  the  top  of  the  double-sided  leaf 

Glue  the  V8"-wide  metallic  trim 
around  the  faiiTs  head  for  the  wreath. 
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Working  with  the  two  set-aside  petal 
layers,  fold  the  layers  in  half  and  sew 
running  stitches  through  the  layers 
about  V4"  from  the  outer  edges.  Pull 
the  stitches  as  tightly  as  possible  and 
wrap  the  thread  several  times  around 
the  pulled  stitches.  Knot  the  thread 
and  trim  away  the  excess  petal  layers 
Vs"  beyond  the  stitches.  Use  tacky 
glue  to  attach  the  imderside  of  the 
gathered  petal  layers  to  the  top  of  the 
head.  Glue  the  ribbon  rosettes  to  the 
top  of  the  head. 

To  attach  the  butterfly  beads  to  the 
feet,  bring  a  threaded  needle  out  at 
the  center  front  of  the  ankle.  Slip  the 
needle  tlirough  a  butterfly  bead,  a  seed 
bead,  back  through  the  butterfly  bead, 
and  into  the  foot;  knot  the  thread. 
Tie  a  bcjw  with  the  plum  silk  ribbon 
around  the  fairy's  waist.  Sew  a  butterfly 
bead  and  seed  bead  to  the  center  of 
the  bow  in  the  .same  mannerV

INSTRUCTIONS 

For  the  wings,  bend  14-gauge  soldering 
wire  into  a  wing  shape,  beginning  and 
ending  at  the  inner  point  and  referring 
to  the  wing  diagrams  opposite.  Solder 
the  wire  together  at  the  point  and  cut 
away  the  excess  wire.  Make  two  upper 


wings  and  two  lower 

wings.  As  an  alternative 

to  a  soldering  gun,  wr,ip 

the  soldering  wire  end  around 

the  starting  point,  cut  the  wire, 

n.itten  the  wrap  with  a  hammer, 

and  hot-glue  the  ends  together. 

Trace  the  wing  patterns  opposite 
onto  tracing  paper  Ctit  out  the  pattern 
pieces.  Use  the  patterns  lo  cut  two 
upper  wings  from  tlie  velvet  and  two 
lower  wings  from  the  organza.  With 
right  sides  facing,  sew  each  wing 
along  the  curbed  edges  with  a  '-'i" 
seam  allowance,  leaving  the  short 
straight  edges  open  as  indicated  on 
the  patterns.  Turn  each  wing  right 
side  out. 


Press  under  W'  on  the  open  edges 
of  an  upper  wing.  Hand-sew  running 
stitches  along  the  pressed  edges.  Insert 
a  wire  upper  wing  into  the  fabric  wing. 
Pull  the  thread  ends  to  draw  the  fabric 
around  the  inner  point  of  the  wire 
wing.  Knot  the  thread  ends;  trim  off 
the  excess.  Repeat  for  each  wing. 

Sew  the  plum  pearl  beads  to  one 
of  the  upper  wings  at  the  dots  marked 
on  the  pattern,  running  the  thread 
between  the  fabric  layers  from  dot  to 


i.lot.  Bead  the  second  upper  wing 
in  the  same  manner,  reversing  the 
direction  of  the  wing  for  the  opposite 
side  of  the  butterfly. 

To  bead  a  lower  wing,  begin  at  a 
dot  marked  on  the  pattern.  Slip  the 
needle  through  a  tulip  bead,  a  seed 
bead,  back  through  the  tulip  bead,  and 
through  the  wing  at  the  same  dot.  Sew 
a  tulip  and  seed  bead  at  each  dot  in 
the  same  manner,  bringing  the  thread 
between  the  fabric  layers  from  dot  to 
dot.  Bead  the  second  lower  wing  in  the 
same  manner,  reversing  the  direction 
of  the  wing  for  the  opposite  side  of 
the  butterfly. 

Place  the  two  upper  wings  together, 
aligning  the  center  edges.  Whip-stitch 
the  wings  together.  Whip-stitch  the 
two  lower  wings  together.  Whip-stitch 
the  lower  wings  to  the  upper  wings. 


For  the  beaded  body,  cut  a  15" 
length  of  24-gauge  wire.  Thread  a 
seed  bead  and  an  oval  crystal  on  the 
wire  until  they  are  1"  from  the  end. 
Bend  the  1"  wire  end  around  the  seed 
bead  and  insert  it  back  through  the 
oval  bead  to  secure  the  beads  at  the 
tail  end  of  the  body.  Pull  the  wire  end 
taut  and  trim  off  any  excess  above  the 
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crystal.  Thread  on  a  flower,  crystal, 
pearl,  crystal,  and  flower  bead. 

Position  the  beaded  body  over  tiie 
center  of  the  wings.  Bring  the  wire 
from  the  top  of  the  beaded  body  to 
the  back  of  the  butterfly  as  shown  in 
the  diagram  below.  Push  the  wire  to 
the  front  between  the  upper  and 
lower  wings  on  one  side  of  the  body. 
Return  the  wire  to  the  back  between 
the  upper  and  lower  wings  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  body,  securing 
the  center  of  the  beaded  body  to  the 
wings  as  shown  helow.  Bring  the  wire 
to  the  head-end  of  the  beaded  body, 
wrapping  it  around  the  wire  that  runs 
along  the  back. 


For  the  antennae,  form  a  4"  loop 
with  the  wire  and  wrap  the  end 
around  the  bottom  of  the  loop  several 
times  to  secure.  Trim  off  the  excess 
wire.  Cut  the  loop  at  the  center, 
creating  two  antennae.  For  each 
antenna,  thread  six  seed  beads  and 
five  bugle  beads  on  a  wire,  alternat- 


ing the  beads.  Then  thread  on  one 
tulip,  one  bugle,  and  one  .seed.  Wrap 
the  wire  end  three  times  around  the 
tip  of  a  needle-nose  pliers.  Trim  off 
tlie  excess  wire.  Repeat  for  the 
.second  antenn; 

Cut  a  7"  length  of  24-gauge  wire 
and  twist  the  center  around  the 
wire  that  nins  along  the  back  of  the 
butterfly.  Use  the  wire  ends  to  attach 
the  butterfly  to  a  tree  or  wreath. V

INSTRUCTIONS 

For  the  head,  draw  a  3"  circle  pattern; 
draw  a  2)1"  circle  for  the  body  pattern. 
Cut  out  the  pattern  pieces.  Use  the 
head  pattern  to  cut  one  from  the 
gold/persimmon  metallic  fabric.  LIse 
the  body  pattern  to  cut  seven  from 
the  veh'et  fabric  and  one  from  the 
gold  metallic  fabric. 

Thread  a  needle  with  matching 
sewing  thread,  bring  the  thread  ends 
together,  and  knot.  With  the  wrong 
side  of  a  velvet  circle  facing  up,  fold 
/h"  to  the  wrong  side.  Take  small 
running  stitches  close  to  the  folded 
edge,  continuing  to  fold  and  stitch 
around  the  entire  circle.  Pull  the 
thread  slightly  so  the  circle  begins  to 
cup  with  the  wrong  side  of  the  fabric 
on  the  inside.  Place  a  small  amount 
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of  polyester  fiberfill  in  the  circle  and 
pull  tiie  thread  tightly  so  only  a  tiny 
opening  remains  at  the  center.  Flatten 
the  stuffed  circle  slightly  to  resemble  a 
powder  puff;  knot  the  thread.  Repeat 
for  each  of  the  velvet  circles  and  the 
gold/persimmon  circle.  For  the  gold 
metallic  fabric  circle,  fold  and  stiift  in 
the  same  manner,  but  pinch  the 
gathers  outward  for  a  pod  look. 

To  assemble  the  body,  cut  a  2S" 
length  of  gold  wire.  Form  a  4"-long 
loop  for  the  antennae  at  one  end  of 
the  wire.  Wrap  the  end  arotmd  the 
bottom  of  the  loop  several  times  to 
secure.  Push  the  opposite  end  of  the 
wire  through  the  center  on  the 
gathered  side  of  the  gold/persimmon 
circle  and  out  the  center  of  the  flat 
side.  Repeat  for  the  seven  velvet 
circles.  Push  the  wire  through  the 
center  of  the  gold  circle  from  the  flat 
side  to  the  gathered  side  for  the  tail. 
Pull  the  wire  tight,  .squeezing  the 
stuffed  circles  together  so  the  body 
measures  5"  long.  Wrap  the  w  ire  three 
times  around  the  pliers  to  secure  the 
body.  Do  not  cut  the  wire. 

To  bead  the  body,  thread  seven 
silver  triangle-cut  .seeds,  one  4mm 
faceted  round,  and  seven  silver  triangle- 
cut  seeds  onto  the  wire  end.  Wrap  the 
beading  wire  around  the  wire  between 
the  stuffed  tail  and  the  next  velvet 
circle,  drawing  the  beads  around  the 
side  of  the  tail  and  into  the  center. 
Repeat  for  each  velvet  circle,  adju.sting 
the  number  of  silver  beads  as  needed 
to  keep  the  faceted  round  bead 
centered  on  the  side.  Continue 
wrapping  the  beading  wire  around 
the  wire  between  each  velvet  circle. 
Wrap  the  beading  wire  several  times 
around  the  wire  between  the  last 
velvet  circle  and  the  head.  Trim  off 
the  excess  wire. 

Cut  tlie  4"  loop  at  the  center,  creating 
two  antennae.  For  each  antenna, 
thread  on  purple  metallic  seeds  and 
celadon  hex-cut  seeds,  alternating  the 
beads,  until  the  beaded  area  measures 
IV2".  Wrap  the  wire  end  three  times 


around  the  tip  of  a  needle-nose  pli- 
ers. Trim  off  the  excess  wire.  Repeat 
for  the  second  antenna. 

To  create  a  beaded  wing,  cut  a  48" 
length  of  gold  wire.  Wrap  one  end 
three  times  around  the  pliers  for  the 
top  knot.  RefeiTing  to  Diagram  f  below, 
thread  five  6mm  blue  faceted  rotmd 
beads  onto  the  opposite  end  and 
slide  them  up  toward  the  knot.  Bend 
the  wire  into  a  S"-long  loop  below 
the  beads  and  wrap  the  wire  several 
times  around  the  top  of  the  loop, 
leaving  about  5"  berween  the  wrap 
and  the  top  knot  for  the  center  axis 
of  one  wing.  Extend  the  wire  on  the 
right  side  of  the  center  axis.  Do  not 
cut  the  wire.

Afternating  the  seed  beads,  slide  four 
purple  metallic  and  three  periwinkle 
onto  the  wire  as  shown  in  Diagram  2 
above.  Bend  the  beaded  wire  around 
the  bottom  6mm  bead  to  encircle  the 
right  side  of  the  bead  as  shown  in 
Diagram  3  above.  Take  the  wire  over 
the  top  of  the  center  axis  and  wrap  it 
once  around  the  wire  to  extend  on  the 
left  side.  Repeat  the  beading  pattern 
and  encircle  the  left  side  of  the  second 
6mm  bead  in  the  same  manner. 
Continue  the  beading  pattern  to 
encircle  alternating  sides  of  the 
remaining  6mm  beads. 

Continue  beading  the  wing,  referring 
in  order  to  Diagrams  4-9  opposite, 
and  using  the  Beaded  Wing  Key  left. 
for  the  correct  bead  placement  and 
number  and  kinds  of  beads. 

To  finish  the  tip  of  the  wing,  cut  the 
5"-long  loop,  making  two  wire  ends 
as  shown  in  Diagram  10  opposite. 
Trim  one  end  f "  shorter  than  the 
other.  Working  with  the  longer  wire, 
slide  on  five  silver  triangle-cut  seeds, 
one  periwinkle  seed,  and  five  silver 
triangle-cut  seeds.  Bend  the  beaded 
wire  into  a  small  loop  at  the  center 
bottom  of  the  wing.  Wrap  the  wire 
around  the  top  of  the  loop  so  the  two 
wires  extend  in  opposite  directions 
from  the  center  axis  as  shown  in 
Diagram  11  opposite. 

Slide  two  silver  triangle-cut  seeds, 
one  4mm  faceted  round,  two  silver 
triangle-cut  seeds,  one  4mm  faceted 
round,  and  13  silver  triangle-cut  seeds 
onto  tlie  right  wire.  Bead  the  beaded

wire  into  a  curve  and  wrap  the  wire 
tliree  times  around  the  center  axis 
between  the  second  and  third  6mm 
bead  from  the  bottom  as  shown  in 
Diagram  12  above.

INSTRUCTIONS 

Apply  a  light  coat  of  pale  gold  metallic 
paint  on  the  seashell.  Immediately 
pour  clear  glitter  over  the  wet  paint, 
tap  off  the  excess  glitter,  and  set  the 
shell  aside  to  dry. 

Cut  the  leaf  spray  apart.  To  make 
longer  stems,  cut  two  4"  lengths  of 
florist's  wire.  Position  a  wire  length 
on  two  leaves.  'Wrap  the  new  stems 
with  florist's  tape.  'Wire  together 
the  three  leaves  with  the  leaves  at 
different  heights. 

Use  the  paintbrush  to  apply  a  light 
coat  of  tacky  glue  to  the  pansies. 
Immediately  pour  the  glitter  over  the 
wet  glue,  tap  off  the  excess  glitter, 
and  set  the  pansies  aside  to  diy.  Trim 
the  pansy  bouc[Liet  stems  short  and 
wrap  them  together  with  florist's  wire. 

Cut  the  Styrofoam  ball  in  half  and 
trim  it  to  fit  snugly  inside  the  shell; 
glue  in  place.  Use  the  .stems  of  the 
pansy  bouquet  to  make  a  hole  in  the 
ball.  Adjust  the  height  of  the  bouquet 
if  necessaiy  and  glue  the  stems  in  the 
hole.  Glue  the  leaf  spray  behind  the 
pansies  in  the  same  manner.  Gkie  a 
layer  of  Spanish  mo.ss  over  the  ball. 

For  the  hanging  loop,  fold  the 
cording  in  half  and  knot  the  ends 
together.  Slip  the  cording  around 
the  base  of  the  bouquet. V

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Frosty  Frieiuls 


With  a  ready  grin  and  cheery  wave,  this 
little  snow  pal,  left,  packs  loads  of  holiday 
punch.  The  frosty  design  is  created  on  a 
ready-made  glass  ornament  using  paint  pens 
made  especially  for  glass.  Notice  that  the 
pen-painting  is  done  on  both  sides;  on  a  flat 
surface  this  technique  adds  dimension. 

Once  the  tree  is  blanketed  in  wintry 
fun,  take  your  snow-building  enthusiasm  to 
the  floor.  Pull  out  bags  of  fluffy  fiberfill  or 
batting  to  skirt  the  tree  and  the  foreground  in  "snow."  Then 
raise  this  frosty,  3-foot  snow  fellow,  opposite.  Packed  with 
kid  appeal,  he's  an  easy  stitch-and-stuff  showpiece.  The  front, 
back,  and  bottom  are  cut  from  plain  muslin  and  finished 
with  a  coat  or  two  of  acrylic  paint  to  add  sturdiness.  Finish 
with  twigs  for  arms,  a  wool  flannel  cap,  and  a  wrapped  scarf 
at  the  neck.  Poised  beside  the  tree,  he'll  play  host  to  wrapped 
packages  and  guests  all  season  long. 
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Get  ready  for  some  winter  fun.  Tliis  snow-packed  cutie  performs  a  trio  of 
daredevil  feats  from  the  holiday  tree.  He  can  glide  on  wire  skates,  above,  or  ride 
on  a  tongue-depressor  sled,  opposite.  He  even  slips  on  skis  (but  you'll  have  to 
turn  to  the  instructions  on  page  120  to  see  this  one).  The  ornament's  structure, 
consisting  of  a  plastic-foam  ball,  wooden  cups,  and  wooden  beads,  gets  wired 
and  covered  with  a  fluffy  snow-texture  medium. 

Rug  hooking  works  country  texture  into  this  pretty  snow  face,  opposite 
left.  It's  a  miniature  version  of  the  tree's  topper  shown  on  page  104. 

The  snowflake  juggler,  opposite  right,  is  embroidered  in  cool-blue  outline, 
straight,  cross,  and  French  knot  stitches.  Softly  padded,  it's  edged  in  gold  trim 
and  backed  with  red  felt 
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Hooked  Snowmen

Prepare  the  Fabric 

Machine-wash  the  wool  pieces  in  hot 
water,  and  dry  at  high  temperature  in 
the  dr>'er.  Cut  the  wool  into  '/4"-wide 
strips,  cutting  carefully  along  the 
weave  of  the  wool. 

Trace  the  ornament  pattern  hcloiv 
onto  tracing  paper  or  enlarge  the  tree 
topper  pattern,  opposite,  onto  graph 
paper.  Center  the  netting  over  the 
tracing  paper  pattern;  trace 
the  design  onto  the 


netting  with  a  permanent  marking 
pen.  To  transfer  the  design  onto  the 
burlap  or  monk's  cloth,  center  the 
netting  on  the  foundation  and  retrace 
the  design  using  the  marking  pen. 

To  prevent  fraying,  tape  or  zigzag- 
stitch  the  edges  of  the  foundation 
fabric  and  machine-sew  along  the 
outline  of  your  design.  Stretch  the 
fabric  tautly  in  a  rug-hooking  frame 
or  embroidery  hoop. 

Hook  the  Design 

For  instnictions  on  rug  hooking,  see 
page  157. 

Ornament.  Hook  two  rows  of  white 
to  outline  the  face,  following  the 
outside  curved  shape  of  the  design. 
Use  orange  to  outline  and  then  fill  the 
nose.  With  rose,  outline  and  then  fill 
the  cheeks.  Hook  the  eyes  and  mouth 
black.  Completely  fill  in  the  remaining 
open  area  of  the  ornament  with  white, 
following  the  direction  of  tlie  previously 
hooked  rows.  Trim  off  the  tops  of  the 
orange  loops  to  sculpture  the  nose. 

Tree  Topper.  Hook  tw^o  rows  of  white 
to  outline  the  face,  following  the 
outside  shape  of  the  design.  Hook 
two  rows  of  dark  gray  to  outline 
the  hat.  Use  orange  to  outline 
and  then  fill  the  nose.  With 
rose,  outline  and  then  fill  the 
cheeks.  Hook  the  eyes  and 
mouth  black.  Completely  fill  in 
the  face  with  white,  following 
the  direction  of  the  previously 
hooked  rows.  Fill  in  the  hat 
with  dark  gray.  Use  cream-and- 
black  plaid  to  hook  the  hatband. 

Assemble  the  Pieces 

Remo\'e  the  finished  design  from 
the  frame  or  hoop;  trim  the  tails  even 
with  the  looped  surface.  Place  the 
hooked  side  down,  on  an  ironing 
loard,  and  cover  it  with  a  damp 
pressing  cloth,  llse  a  hot  iron  to  press 
Coutiiuieit  (III  page  1 12 
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the  entire  back  of  the  hooked  piece. 
Remove  the  pressing  cloth  and  let  the 
piece  lay  flat  until  it's  completely  diy. 

Ornament.  Trim  the  foLinLlation  fabric 
just  beyond  the  machine  sewing  line 
around  the  design.  Fold  the  6"  length 
of  cording  in  half  and  glue  the  ends 
to  the  top  center  back  of  the  hooked 
piece.  Glue  the  hooked  piece  centered 
on  the  white  felt.  When  the  glue  is  diy. 
use  the  pinking  shears  to  trim  the  felt 
W'  beyond  the  edges  of  the  hooked 
piece.  Tie  a  1x10"  strip  of  red  plaid 
wool  into  a  bow.  Glue  the  bow  to  the 
top  of  the  head. 

Tree  Topper.  Trim  the  foundation 
fabric  I'/i"  beyond  the  hooked  edge 
of  the  design.  Using  the  trimmed 
.snowman  as  a  pattern,  cut  a  matching 
piece  from  the  18x21"  piece  of  white 
wool  for  the  back.  With  right  sides 
together,  sew  the  hooked  front  to  the 
back  along  the  hooked  edge  of  the 
design,  leaving  a  4"  opening  at  the 
bottom  for  stuffing.  Turn  the  snow- 
man right  side  out.  Lightly  stuff  the 
snowman  with  polyester  fiberfill. 
Slip-stitch  the  opening  closed. 

For  the  scarf,  cut  enough  13"-wide 
strips  from  the  red  plaid  fabric  to 
total  145"  in  length.  Sew  the  short 
ends  of  the  strips  together  to  make 
one  long  .strip.  With  right  sides 
together,  fold  the  strip  in  half 
lengthwise  and  sew  the  long  edges 
together,  using  a  V2"  seam  allowance 
and  creating  a  long  tube.  Turn  the 
tube  right  side  out.  To  fringe  the 
scarf,  remove  1 "  of  crosswise  threads 
from  each  end  of  the  tube.  Tie  a  bow 
in  the  scarf  and  tack  the  scarf  to  the 
bottom  of  the  snowman. 

Cut  the  l'/2"-wide  ribbon  in  half. 
Sew  the  center  of  one  ribbon  length 
3"  above  the  center  bottom  on  the 
back  of  the  snowman.  Sew  the  center 
of  the  second  length  2"  above  the 
first  ribbon.  Tie  the  snowman  to  the 
treetop  with  the  ribbons. V

From  the  white  cotton  duck  t'ahric, 
cut  a  snowman  front  and  back,  one 
ha.se,  and  one  6V4X44"  .strip  for  the 
scarf.  Using  a  pencil,  lightly  transfer 
the  facial  features  and  .star  buttons  to 
the  snowman  front. 

Sew  the  snowman  front  to  the  back, 
leaving  the  bottom  edge  open  and  two 
1"  openings  for  the  arms  as  indicated 
by  the  dots  on  the  pattern.  Sew  the 
base  to  the  bottom  of  the  snowman, 
leaving  a  S"  opening  at  the  center  back 
For  stuffing.  Trim  the  seam  allowances, 
and  clip  the  curves.  Turn  the  snowman 
right  side  out.  Fir.st  .stuff  the  top  of  the 
snowman  with  two  bags  of  polye.ster 
fiberfill;  then  pour  the  bag  of  pellets 
into  the  bottom  of  the  snowman. 
Slip-.stitch  the  opening  closed. 

Apply  a  thick  coat  of  White  paint  to 
Lill  surfaces  of  the  snowman  and  one 
side  of  the  scarf.  Let  the  paint  diy. 
Beginning  2"  from  the  end,  paint 
-V4"-wide  Opaque  Red  stripes  acro.ss 
the  scarf,  spacing  the  .stripes  about 
1"  apart.  Referring  to  the  pattern  and 
the  photograph  at  left,  paint  the  facial 
features  and  .star  buttons  on  the  snow- 
man. Paint  the  nose  Poppy  Orange 
and  the  star  buttons  Straw.  Add 
touches  of  Metallic  Kim  Gold  to  the 
stars.  Use  black  to  paint  the  eyes, 
mouth,  and  eyebrows,  and  to  outline 
the  nose  and  star  buttons. 

For  the  arms,  insert  the  branches 
into  the  openings  on  the  sides  of  the 
body.  For  the  kerchief,  fold  over  l'/2" 
on  one  edge  of  the  red  plaid  fabric 
square.  Wrap  the  folded  edge  around 
the  snowman's  head;  knot  or  pin  the 
corners  at  the  center  back  of  the  head. 
To  fringe  the  painted  scarf,  make  2"- 
long  cuts  spaced  -Vi"  apart  along  the 
short  ends  of  the  scarf.

INSTRUCTIONS 

Enlarge  the  stocking  pattern  pieces, 
opposite,  on  graph  paper.

Cut  the  Felt 

From  the  off-white  felt,  cut  two 
stockings,  two  heads,  and  one  1'/2X7" 
strip  for  tlie  hanging  loop.  From  the 
plaid  fabric,  cut  one  heel,  one  toe.  and 
enough  2"-wide  strips  to  total  48"  in 
length  for  the  scarf.  From  the  orange 
felt,  cut  one  nose.  For  tlie  girl,  cut  two 
hat  crowns  and  two  brims  from  the 
gold  felt.  For  the  boy,  cut  two  cap 
crowns  from  dark  green  felt,  and  two 
cuffs  from  the  red  felt. 

Sew  the  Stocking 

Position  the  heel  and  toe  on  the 
stocking  front;  baste  in  place  along 
the  outer  edges  of  the  stocking,  using 
a  Vi"  seam  allowance.  Use  one  strand 
of  pearl  cotton  to  make  random  cross- 
stitches  and  straight  stitches  along  the 
remaining  edge  of  the  heel  and  toe. 
With  right  sides  facing,  sew  tlie  stocking 
front  to  the  stocking  back,  leaving  the 
top  edge  open.  Clip  the  curves;  turn 
the  stocking  right  side  out.  Referring 
to  the  pattern  and  photograph,  left. 
sew  five  assorted  buttons  to  the 
stocking  front  with  pearl  cotton. 

For  tlie  hanging  loop,  fold  the  1  '/'2X7" 
off-white  felt  strip  in  thirds  lengthwise. 
Sew  Vh"  from  each  long  edge.  Fold  the 
strip  in  half  to  form  a  loop.  Sew  the 
loop  ends  to  the  top  right  corner  of 
the  stocking. 

Apply  powder  blush  to  the  cheeks 
on  the  head  front  for  the  face.  Position 
the    ,s"-diameter  black  buttons  on  the 
face  for  the  eyes  and  sew  in  place  with 
black  pearl  cotton.  Using  two  strands 
of  black  pearl  cotton,  straight-stitch  the 
eyebrows  and  make  long  backstitches 
for  the  mouth.  Add  French  knots  to 
the  ends  of  the  mouth  and  sew  five 
''2"-diameter  black  buttons  over  the 
mouth.  Position  the  carrot  nose  on 
the  face  and  sew  in  place  with  orange 
pearl  cotton,  making  airming  stitches 
about  Vg"  from  the  edges  of  the  nose. 


With  right  sides  together,  sew  the 
head  front  to  the  head  back,  using  a 
Vi"  seam  allowance  and  leaving  a  3" 
opening  at  the  top  of  the  head  for 
stuffing.  Clip  the  seam  allowances; 
turn  the  head  right  side  out.  Lightly 
stuff  the  head  with  polyester  fiberfill; 
slip-stitch  the  opening  closed. 

For  the  girl's  hat,  pin  the  front  hat 
crown  to  the  back  hat  crown.  Sew 
together  the  long  cur\'ed  edges  of  the 
hat,  using  a  'A"  seam  allowance.  Turn 
the  hat  right  side  out.  Position  a  brim 
on  the  wrong  side  of  the  hat  front; 
sew,  using  a  'A"  seam  allowance. 
Repeat  with  the  remaining  brim  and 
the  hat  back.  Fold  the  brims  up 
toward  the  right  side  of  the  hat.  Use 
one  strand  of  light  gold  pearl  cotton 
to  make  running  stitches  about  'A" 
from  the  bottom  edge  of  the  hat. 
Make  a  bow  with  the  l"-wide  ribbon; 
sew  the  bow  to  the  hat  underneath 
the  front  brim. 

For  the  boy's  stocking  cap,  pin 
the  front  cap  crown  to  the  back  cap 
crown.  Sew  the  long  curved  edges 
of  the  cap  togethier,  using  a  'A"  seam 
allowance.  Turn  the  cap  right  side 
out.  Position  a  cuff  on  the  right  side 
of  the  cap  front  and  back.  Use  one 
strand  of  green  pearl  cotton  to  blanket- 
stitch  the  cuffs  to  the  cap  along  the 
bottom  edge  and  side  edges.  Sew  four 
assorted  buttons  to  the  center  top  of 
the  cap. 

Place  the  hat  or  cap  on  the  head 
and  sew  to  the  head.  Position  the 
head  on  the  stocking  front  with  the 
head  extending  about  4"  above  tlie 
top  edge  of  tlie  stocking.  Use  off-white 
pearl  cotton  to  sew  the  head  to  the 
stocking  at  the  front  top  edge  of  the 
stocking  and  underneath  the  chin.  For 
the  scarf,  piece  the  strips  as  needed 
to  make  a  48"-long  scarf.  Sew  the 
center  of  the  scarf  to  the  top  center 
back  of  the  stocking.  Overlap  the 
scarf  ends  or  tie  into  a  bow  at  the 
stocking  front.  Remo\e  fabric  threads 
to  fringe  the  scarf.V

From  the  black  felt,  cut  two  1"  squares;' 
then  trim  off  the  corners  of  tlie  squares, 
creating  irregular-shaped  coal  eyes. 


From  the  fabric  scraps,  cut  two 
stocking  caps,  or  two  roimd  hats,  or 
two  earmuffs  and  one  /  iX8"  strip. 

Sew  the  Ornament 

Apply  powder  blush  to  the  cheeks  on 
the  head  front  for  the  face.  Position 
eyes  on  the  face  and  sew  in  place  with 
one  strand  of  off-white  pearl  cotton, 
making  running  stitches  about  Vs"  from 
the  outer  edge  of  the  eyes.  Using  the 
off-white  pearl  cotton,  make  a  large  x 
and  then  a  +  at  the  center  of  each  eye. 
Roll  the  orange  nose  triangle  with  long 
edges  together,  forming  a  cone.  Use 
orange  sewing  thread  to  sew  the  long 
edges  together.  Lightly  stuff  the  nose 
with  polyester  fiberfill  and  sew  to  the 
face.  Sew  four  snaps  to  the  face  for 
the  mouth  with  black  peari  cotton. 

Use  off-white  pearl  cotton  to  blanket- 
stitch  the  head  front  to  the  head  back, 
leaving  a  2"  opening  for  stuffing.  Stuff 
the  head  with  fiberfill.  Blanket-stitch 
the  opening  closed. 
\      For  the  stocking  cap,  pin  the  front 
Yo  the  back  with  right  sides  together. 
Wlachine-sew  the  long  edges  of  the 
cap  together,  using  a  'A"  seam 
Allowance  and  leaving  the  bottom 


open.  Turn  the  cap  right  side  out. 
Sew  a  jingle  bell  to  the  tip  of  the  cap. 
For  the  brim,  fold  up  the  bottom  V^" 
of  the  cap.  Place  the  cap  on  the 
head  and  sew  the  cap  to  the  head 
underneath  the  brim.  Fold  the  tip  of 
the  cap  down. 

For  the  round  hat,  pin  the  front  to 
the  back  with  wrong  sides  together. 
Sew  together  the  curved  edge  of  the 
hat  with  a  running  stitch  about  '.;s" 
from  the  edge,  leaving  the  bottom 
open.  For  the  brim,  fold  up  the  bottom 
Vi"  of  the  hat.  Place  the  hat  on  the 
head  and  sew  the  hat  to  the  head 
underneath  the  brim. 

For  tlie  earmuffs,  hand-sew  gathering 
stitches  Vs"  from  the  edge  of  each 
earmuff  fabric  circle.  Pull  the  thread 
ends  to  cup  each  circle;  stuff  with 
fiberfill.  Pull  the  threads  ends  to  close 
the  openings  and  knot.  Fold  the  ^Ax8" 
black  fabric  strip  in  half  lengthwise; 
sew  the  long  edges  together.  Sew  the 
earmuffs  and  the  ends  of  the  fabric 
strip  to  the  front  sides  of  the  face, 
curving  the  strip  over  the  head. 

For  the  hanging  loop,  use  a  needle 
to  thread  the  fine  cording  through  the 
top  center  of  the  ornament;  knot  the

INSTRUCTIONS 
Refer  to  the  photograph,  rigljl.  to 
position  the  head  and  limbs  on  the 
polystyrene  ball  body  for  the  different 
winter  activities.  Hot-glue  a  small  bead 
to  each  medium  bead  for  the  arms. 
Hot-glue  the  head  bead,  the  leg  candle 
cups,  and  the  assembled  arm  beads 
to  the  body. 
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Use  a  plastic  knife  to  apply  a  thin 
layer  of  Tub  O'  Snow  to  the  neck, 
and  arm  and  leg  connections  and 
a  'V'-thick  layer  to  the  rest  of  the 
surfaces.  To  smooth  out  the  surface 
slightly,  spread  Fantasy  Snow  over 
the  face,  stomach,  and  hands.  Let 
the  snow  dry  for  12  hours  until  it 
is  slightly  firm  to  the  touch  but  still 
moist  inside. 

Use  a  toothpick  to  position  the 
beads  on  the  snowman.  Firmly  press 
two  medium  black  beads  into  tlie  front 
center  of  the  body  for  the  buttons. 
On  the  face,  use  two  medium  black 
beads  for  the  eyes  and  four  small 
black  beads  for  the  mouth. 

For  the  nose,  cut  a  3"  length  of 
orange  wire.  Wrap  the  wire  around 
the  point  of  a  pencil,  creating  a  cone- 
shaped  nose.  Bend  the  wire  end  down 
from  the  nose.  Remove  the  pencil  and 
trim  off  the  excess  wire  a  scant  V4" 
below  the  base  of  the  nose.  Carefully 
press  the  nose  onto  the  center  of  the 
face,  pushing  the  wire  end  into  the 
snowman's  head. 

For  the  earmuffs,  cut  a  3"  length  of 
green  wire.  Bend  three  loops  into  the 
center  of  the  wire.  Thread  a  pearl  bead 
onto  each  end  of  the  wire.  Twist  the 
wire  ends  to  secure  the  beads.  Shape 
the  earmuffs  over  the  snowman's 


head  and  press  the  beads  into  either 
side  of  the  head.  Temporarily  remove 
the  beads  and  then  attach  them  with 
hot-glue. 

To  make  skates,  cut  two  5"  lengths 
of  red  wire.  Shape  each  wire  into  a 
l'/2"  long  skate.  For  the  front  of  the 
skate,  grasp  one  end  of  the  wire  with 
the  needle-nose  pliers  and  curl  2"  of 
wire  into  a  spiral.  For  the  back  of  the 
skate,  fold  over  VA"  to  the  center  of 
the  wire,  and  then  bend  up  Vz"  at  a 
90'  angle  to  attach  to  the  bottom  of 
the  leg.  Hot-glue  the  wire  end  into 
the  hole  in  the  bottom  of  the  leg. 

To  make  skis,  hot-glue  a  wide 
green  crafts  stick  to  the  bottom  of 
each  leg. 

To  make  the  sled,  line  up  three 
wide  green  crafts  sticks  side-by-side 
on  your  work  surface  with  the  center 
stick  Vi"  in  front  of  die  others.  Cut 
one  red  crafts  stick  in  half.  Hot-glue 
the  halves  across  the  sled  about  1" 
from  each  end,  connecting  the  wide 
sticks.  For  the  runners,  hot-glue  the 
remaining  Rv'o  red  crafts  sticks  to  the 
bottom  of  the  sled,  centering  them 
over  the  outside  wide  sticks.  Position 
the  snowman  on  the  top  of  the  sled; 
hot-glue  in  place.  Cut  a  5"  length  of 
red  wire.  Push  a  wire  end  through 
-•'      each  hand.  Hook  the  center  of  the 

wire  around  the  center  front  of  the 


sled.  Use  needle-nose  pliers  to  spiral 
the  wire  ends. 

For  the  .scarf,  tie  the  13"  length  of 
ribbon  around  the  snowman's  neck. 

For  the  hanger,  cut  a  1 V2"  length  of 
green  wire.  Fold  the  wire  in  half, 
forming  a  loop;  push  the  wire  ends 
into  the  center  top  of  the  ornament. 
Thread  the  ribbon  through  the  wire 
loop  and  knot  the  ends  together.*

INSTRUCTIONS 

Cover  your  work  area  with  a  sheet 
of  waxed  paper.  For  one  snowman, 
use  one-fourth  block  of  Pearl  White 
clay.  Knead  the  clay  for  the  snowman 
between  the  palms  of  your  hands 
until  it  is  smooth  and  pliable.  For  the 
head,  pinch  off  one-fourth  of  the  clay 
and  roll  it  into  a  squat  ball,  resembling 
a  marshmallow.  Set  the  head  aside. 
Roll  the  remaining  clay  into  a  rounded 
ball.  With  your  thumb  and  index  finger, 
gently  pinch  two  short  legs  at  the 
bottom  of  the  ball.  Then  pinch  two 
even  shorter  arms  at  opposite  sides  of 
the  ball.  Smooth  the  head  onto  the  top 
of  the  body,  blending  the  clay  together 
at  the  back  of  the  body. 

Use  a  needle  or  toothpick  to  position 
the  beads  on  the  snowman.  Push  two 
large  black  beads  into  the  center  of 
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the  body  for  the  buttons.  For  the  face, 
use  two  small  black  beads  for  the  eyes 
and  four  beads  for  the  mouth.  Knead 
a  tiny  pinch  of  Atomic  Orange  clay 
and  shape  it  into  a  carrot  nose. 
Carefully  press  the  nose  onto  the 
center  of  the  face. 

For  the  hat,  use  one-fourth  block 
each  of  Red  Hot  Red  and  Pearl  White 
clay;  divide  each  color  in  half.  This  is 
enough  clay  to  make  several  hats. 
Individually  knead  each  piece  of  clay 
until  soft.  Use  your  fingertips  to  press 
each  piece  into  a  very  thin  slab.  Stack 
the  slabs,  alternating  the  colors.  Cut 
the  layered  slab  in  half  and  stack  one 
over  the  other  Firmly  press  the  layers 
together.  Use  the  crafts  knife  to  cut 
a  triangular  wedge  from  the  clay  for 
each  hat  that  is  about  h"  wide  at  the 
base.  Smooth  the  top  and  sides  of 
the  hat.  Use  your  fingertip  to  make  a 
concave  opening  in  the  bottom  of  the 
hat;  press  it  on  the  snowman's  head. 

Pose  the  snowman  at  the  top  of  the 
glass  or  plastic  icicle  ornament,  gently 
pressing  it  to  take  the  shape  of  the 


icicle.  Make  an  icicle  shape  from 
aluminum  foil,  lay  it  in  a  baking  dish, 
and  cover  it  with  a  piece  of  baking 
parchment.  Carefully  pull  the  glass  or 
plastic  icicle  away  and  lay  the  snow- 
man over  the  parchment-covered 
aluminum-foil  icicle.  Put  the  baking 
dish  in  the  oven  and  bake  the  snow- 
man according  to  the  instaictions  on 
the  clay  package. 

When  the  snowman  is  cool  to  the 
touch,  use  the  Platinum  Bond  7800 
Adhesive  to  glue  the  snowman  to  the 
icicle.  To  hold  the  snowman  in  place 
on  the  icicle,  wrap  a  chenille  stem 
around  the  snowman  and  the  icicle 
until  the  glue  sets. 

Apply  thin  beads  of  glue  to  the 
snowman  and  down  the  length  of  the 
icicle.  Immediately  pour  the  tiny  silver 
and  clear  marbles  onto  the  wet  glue. 
Let  the  glue  dry  completely. 

For  the  hanger,  thread  the  ribbon 
through  the  top  of  the  ornament; 
knot  the  ribbon  ends  together  to 
form  a  loop.*

1  yard  of  V2"-wide  rickrack  (optional) 

INSTRUCTIONS 

Enlarge  the  desired  mitten  pattern, 
left,  onto  graph  paper;  cut  it  out.  Use 
the  pattern  to  cut  eight  mittens  from 
the  fleece.  Sew  all  pieces  with  right 
sides  together,  using  'A"  seam 
allowances  unless  otherwise  noted. 

To  double-layer  the  mittens,  layer 
together  the  mitten  pieces  in  pairs  for 
the  fronts  and  backs;  treat  each  pair 
as  if  one  mitten  piece.  If  desired,  baste 
rickrack  around  the  finger  area  on  the 
right  side  of  each  mitten  front.  Sew 
the  mitten  fronts  to  the  backs  on  the 
side  opposite  the  thumb,  beginning 
at  the  bottom  edge  and  stopping  as 
indicated  on  the  pattern. 

Open  up  the  mitten  and  finger-press 
the  seam  allowances  open.  Cut  the 
ribbon  for  the  casing  in  half.  Position 
a  length  of  ribbon  on  the  right  side 
of  both  the  front  and  the  back  of  the 
mitten,  about  2"  above  the  bottom 
edges.  Sew  the  ribbons  in  place  along 
the  long  edges.  Cut  two  7"  lengths  of 
elastic.  Insert  a  piece  of  elastic  through 
each  casing.  Sew  the  elastic  ends  to 
the  side  edges  of  the  mitten,  adjusting 
the  length  as  needed  to  fit  comfortably 
around  the  wrist. 

With  right  sides  together,  continue 
to  sew  the  mitten  fronts  to  the  backs. 
Clip  the  seam  to  the  dot  as  indicated 
on  the  pattern.  Turn  the  mittens  right 
side  out.  Evenly  trim  the  bottom  edges 
of  the  mittens  if  necessary'.  Turn  under 
the  bottom  edges  and  finish  Vv  ith  a 
decorative  or  elastic  zigzag-stitch. V

INSTRUCTIONS 

Trace  the  desired  patterns, 
iihove  and  right,  onto  tracing  paper. 
Press  under  5"  on  each  long  raw 
edge  of  the  organza.  Tape  the  traced 
pattern  onto  a  flat  work  siuface. 
Position  and  tape  the  tjrganza,  right 
side  up,  over  the  tracing  with  the 
design  centered  between  the  pressed 
edges  and  the  bottom  of  the  pattern  3" 
from  one  selvage  edge  of  the  fabric. 
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Use  the  gel  pen  to  trace  the  design 
lines  onto  the  organza. 

Thread  the  beading  needle  with 
matching  sewing  thread;  knot  the 
ends  together.  Starting  at  the  beginning 
of  a  design  line,  bring  the  needle  up 
from  the  back  of  the  fabric,  making 
two  tiny  stitches  to  secure  the  knot. 
Pick  up  one  bugle  and  three  seed 
beads  with  the  needle  and  slide  the 
beads  down  to  the  fabric.  Following 
the  design  line,  bring  the  needle  to 
the  back  of  the  fabric  at  the  end  of 
the  beads,  and  then  back  to  the  front 
between  the  bugle  and  the  first  seed 
bead.  Bring  the  needle  through  the 
seed  beads  and  pick  up  a  bugle  and 
three  seed  beads  to  repeat  the  pattern. 
Continue  to  cover  the  design  lines 
by  attaching  beads  in  this  pattern, 
randomly  changing  the  seed  bead 
colors.  Adjust  the  bead  pattern  as 
needed  to  fit  the  design  lines,  using 
just  seed  beads  for  tight  curves. 

To  make  the  pillow  form,  cut  .m  18" 
square  from  broadcloth;  press  under 
Vz"  on  opposite  edges.  With  right  sides 


facing,  fold  the  broadcloth  in  half, 
aligning  the  raw  edges.  Use  a  Vi" 
seam  allowance  to  sew  the  raw  edges 
together,  forming  a  tube;  turn  right 
side  out.  Hand-sew  gathering  stitches 
'/V  from  each  pressed  edge.  Slip  the 
tube  over  the  batting  roll.  Tightly  pull 
tlie  gatlieiing  threads  to  cover  the  ends 
of  the  roll  with  broadcloth;  knot.  If 
using  a  purchased  pillow  form,  cover 
with  broadcloth  in  the  same  manner. 

Press  the  organza  if  necessary'. 
Place  the  fabric,  wrong  side  up,  on 
your  work  surface.  Center  the  pillow 
form  on  the  unbeaded  selvage  edge 
of  the  organza;  hand-sew  the  edge  to 
the  pillow  form.  Wrap  the  organza 
around  the  pillow  form.  Pin  the 
remaining  selvage  edge  to  the  pillow; 
use  a  needle  and  thread  to  tack  the 
ends  of  the  pillow  form  in  place.  Wrap 
a  piece  of  tape  around  the  center  of 
the  cording;  cut  in  half  through  the 
tape.  Tie  a  cording  length  into  a  bow 
around  the  fabric  at  each  end  of  the 
pillow  form.  Apply  Fray  Check  to  the 
cordino  ends  or  tie  a  knot.¥

From  mustard  felt,  tut  one  body  for 
the  front.  From  copper  felt,  cut  two 
upper  wings.  From  baby  blue  felt,  cut 
two  bottom  lower  wings.  From  cinna- 
mon felt,  cut  two  top  lower  wings 
and  two  dots.  From  peacock  felt,  cut 
four  petal  designs.  From  aquamarine 
felt,  cut  two  teardrop  designs. 

Refer  to  the  photograph,  right,  and 
the  pattern,  below,  to  position  the  felt 
shapes  on  the  front  body  and  as  a 
guide  for  embroidery.  Pin  or  baste 
the  shapes  in  place  and  stitch  in  the 
order  that  follows. 

Position  the  lower  wing  shapes 
to  the  front  body.  Use  cream  sewing 
thread  to  whipstitch  tlie  top  and  center 
edges  of  the  lower  wing  shapes  to 
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the  bod\'.  Use  two  strands  of  tloss  to 
straight-stitch  the  remaining  edges  of 
the  lower  wing  shapes  in  place,  using 
a  different  color  of  floss  for  each  shape. 

Pin  the  upper  wing  shapes  to  the 
body.  Use  two  strands  of  floss  to 
straight-.stitch  the  upper  wings  to  the 
body.  Use  two  strands  of  floss  to  attach 
the  petal  and  teardrop  designs  with 


Body

V-shaped  straight  stitches.  On  the  dots, 
use  two  strands  of  floss  to  make  eight 
straight  stitches  into  the  center  of 
the  circle. 

Position  the  center  body  on  the 
front  body.  Use  teal  sewing  thread 
to  whipstitch  the  center  body  to  the 
body.  Use  three  strands  of  floss  to 
outline-stitch  along  the  edges  of  the 
center  body. 

With  right  sides  facing  out,  center 
and  pin  the  pincushion  front  to  the 
pincushion  back.  Use  three  strands 
of  floss  to  blanket-stitch  the  pieces 
together,  lea\'ing  a  small  opening  for 
stuffing.  Firmly  .stuff  the  pincushion 
with  polyester  fiberfill.  Blanket-stitch 
the  opening  closed. 

For  the  head,  use  teal  sewing  thread 
to  hand-sew  gathering  stitches 

around  the  outer  edge  of  the 
2"-diameter  teal  felt  circle. 
Pull  the  thread  ends  to 
cup  the  circle;  .stuff  lightly 
w  ith  fiberfill.  Pull  the 
thread  ends  to  clo.se  the 
opening  and  knot.  Thread 
a  needle  with  a  I'n-yard 
length  of  rayon  floss.  Working 
from  the  back  to  the  front, 
bring  the  floss  through  the  center 
of  the  circle.  Wrap  the  flo.ss  once 
around  the  circle  and  back  through 
the  center.  Continue  to  wrap  the 
floss  around  the  circle,  making  eight 
sections.  Use  two  strands  of  floss  to 
blanket-stitch  the  head  to  the  center 
top  of  the  front  body. 

To  make  antennae,  thread  the 
chenille  stem  through  the  center 
back  of  the  head.  Trim  to  the  desired 
length  and  place  a  bead  on  each  end. 
Twist  the  chenille  ends  to  hold  the 
beads  in  place. 

To  make  the  scissors  pocket,  center 
the  2/4X3"  teal  rectangle  on  the  back 
of  the  pincushion.  Use  teal  sewing 
thread  to  whipstitch  the  sides  and 
bottom  edges  of  the  rectangle  to  the 
pincushion  back.V 
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Rug  Hooking  Basics 

If  you're  new  to  hooking,  Donna  Lovelady  offers  this  crash  course  to  lielp  yon  get  started: 


1  Always  start  by  hooking  the 
outline  of  your  design;  then  go 
back  and  fill  it  in.  If  your  design 
is  round,  follow  the  curves.  If  it's 
square,  work  horizontally  or 
vertically.  After  you've  hooked 
your  design,  hook  a  line  ot  back- 
ground around  each  design  motif 
to  firm  up  the  lines. 

2 To  begin  hooking,  insert  your 
hook  into  the  top  of  the  burlap. 
Hold  the  wool  strip  in  your  other 
hand  under  the  burlap  (Diagram  1 ). 


3  Grasp  the  wool  strip  with  the 
hook,  and  pull  the  end  through 
the  top  of  the  burlap  (Diagram  2). 


4 Skip  two  bLirkip  threads,  insert 
your  hook  into  the  burlap 
again,  and  pull  the  wool  up  to 
form  your  fir.st  loop  (Diagram  3). 


Since  it  isn't  a  loose  end,  you'll 
form  a  loop.  The  width  of  your 
wool  strip  determines  the  height  of 
the  loop;  your  loop  should  be  as 
high  as  the  strip  is  wide.  Continue 
in  this  manner  until  the  strip  is 
finished.  Make  nice,  even  loops 
without  twisting  the  wool.  'When 
you  make  a  new  loop,  the  last 
hole  will  automatically  tighten — 
the  pressure  of  the  loops  against 
each  other  holds  them  in  place. 
As  you  work,  be  careful  not  to 
cross  over  previous  stitches. 

5 'When  you  finish  the  first  wool 
strip,  bring  the  ends  to  the  top 
of  the  burlap  and  trim  them  to  the 
same  height  as  the  loops  (Diagram 
4).  After  you  steam  your  piece, 
these  ends  will  be  invisible.  You 
can  trim  them  as  you  go  or  all  at 
once  when  the  piece  is  finished. 


6  Begin  a  new  strip  in  the  same 
hole  where  you  just  ended. 
That  way,  you'll  have  the  same 
thickness  of  wool  in  each  hole.  It's 
not  necessary  to  completely  use  up 
each  strip  of  wool.  If  you  need  to 
change  colors,  just  bring  the  end 
to  the  top,  trim  it,  and  start  a  new 
color  strip. 

7 'When  you  start  a  new  row  of 
strips,  always  skip  about  two 
threads.  This  will  prevent  you  from 
hooking  your  piece  too  tightly, 
which  will  cause  it  to  roll  when 
you  remove  it  from  the  frame. 
Hooking  tightly  can  work  to  your 
advantage  when  you're  making 
a  pillow,  a  doll,  or  anything  else 
that's  stuffed.  That's  becau,se  the 
stuffing  will  cause  the  rows  of 
hooking  to  spread  out  a  bit;  tight 
loops  will  prevent  too  much 
spreading,  keeping  the  burlap 
from  showing. 

8 Turn  your  piece  over  frequently 
to  make  sure  it's  smooth  and 
has  no  loose  encis.  If  you  spot 
problems,  correct  them  before 
continuing.  Catching  your  mistakes 
early  will  save  you  from  having  to 
rip  out  many  loops  and  repeat 
your  work.  Don't  worry  if  you  spot 
gaps  in  the  back.  But,  if  you  find 
an  opening  in  the  front,  go  back 
anel  fill  it  in  \\ith  new  loops. 

9 'When  yoLi've  finished  hooking 
the  entire  project,  trim  any 
remaining  ends.  Then,  place  your 
piece  facedown  with  a  damp  towel 
on  top  and  steam  until  flat.  For 
larger  pieces,  like  rugs,  you  may 
want  to  use  the  steam  machine  at 
vour  local  drv  cleaner.V
